October  22-23,  1941 

At  the  close  of  a deeply  consecrated  hour  following  the  Retreat, 
held  at  MacDonell  School,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alex- 
ander, Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  opened  the  Executive  meeting  on  Wednesday 
morning,  October  23,  at  10 :00  o'clock.  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  led  in 
a prayer  for  guidance.

Mrs.  Pollard  reported  on  the  payment  of  $150.00  to  Camp  Brewer, 
explaining  that  this  sum  was  applied  on  the  construction  of  the  Audi- 
torium. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  reported  on  purchase  of  the  new  car  for  Miss 
Shiela  Nuttall,  rural  deaconess  of  the  Monroe  District.  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Carver  stated  that  Mrs.  Gibson  had  generously  advanced  the  money 
needed  for  the  purchase  of  the  car  to  the  Conference,  without  interest. 

Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  extend  Mrs. 
Gibson  a vote  of  thanks  for  her  generosity  and  thoughtfulness.  Motion 
carried. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver,  treasurer,  announced  that  $9,568  was  due  the 
Woman’s  Division,  but  said  she  felt  confident  that  the  full  amount 
would  be  paid  by  the  end  of  the  year. . 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen,  Vice-president,  it  was  voted 
that  the  money  left  from  Mrs.  Sexton’s  Life  Patroness  Membership  be 
returned  to  the  respective  Districts,  to  be  used  for  Life  memberships 
by  supplementing  it  where  necessary. 

Mrs.  Carver  requested  that  money  collected  for  delegates  to  attend 
Assembly  be  held  in  the  Districts. 

Mrs.  Carver  read  a letter  from  Mrs.  Fulton,  treasurer  of  the  Woman’s 
Division,  concerning,  the  making  of  the  Conference  pledge  for  1942, 
saying  that  “increased  membership  should  mean  increased  giving.’’ 

Following  this,  Mrs.  Pollard  instructed  the  finance  committee  to 
consider  carefully  the  Conference  pledge  for  the  coming  year. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  spoke  of  the  great  n'eed  of  additional  finances,  since 
the  pledge  of  the  Woman’s  Division  is  $3,000,755,  but  the  appropriation 
is  $3,593,120. 

Mrs.  Pollard  urged  an  interest  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  the  local 
Churches. 

A most  interesting  report  of  her  many  and  varied  activities  since 
becoming  President  of  the  Conference  in  May,  was  given  by  Mrs.  Pol- 
lard. Especially  interesting  was  her  report  on  placing  the  student  workers— 
Miss  Betty  Glasson  at  Lafayette  and  Miss  Thelma  Hubbard  at  Ruston. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  told  of  the  two  girls  who  are  attending  Scarritt,  Mar- 
guerite Manning  and  Arline  Tyler,  showing  most  attractive  pictures  of 
them.  She  also  read  letters  from  Scarritt  candidates — Fay  Barr,  Lee  Joyner 
and  Bessie  Mansfield. 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  stated  that  in  the  future  Scarritt  Scholarships  arc 
to  be  called  “Study  Grants.” 

Mrs.  Pollard  stated  the  urgency  of  securing  further  “study  grants” 
and  asked  the  Conference  officers  to  be  alert  to  tell  of  these  needs  in 
their  local  communities. 

Reports  of  officers  and  discussion  of  their  work  followed : 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  stressed  the  im- 
portance of  both  local  student  Secretaries  and  District  secretaries  con- 
sulting and  following  the  by-laws.  She  stated  additional  information  would 
soon  be  sent  to  local  secretaries  and  suggested  that  Conference  purchase 
“Packets”  for  student  work. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  it  was  voted  that  the 
local  societies  in  College  towns,  buy  their  own  literature. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  stated  that  Conference  had  voted  to  furnish  a room 
at  Scarritt,  but  no  action  had  been  taken  as  yet.  It  was  decided  that  the 
Secretary  of  Student  Work  will  work  in  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of 
Supplies  and  both  will  assist  in  collecting  funds.  All  money  will  be  sent 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  marked  “for  supplies”.  This  money  in  turn 
will  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Fulton,  marked  “for  furnishing  room  at  Scarritt”. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  emphasized  the  importance  of  electing  a “Campus 
Secretary”  where  there  are  several  Methodist  Churches  in  a College 
community.  She  also  told  of  a new  phase  of  her  work — helping  to  look 
after  soldiers  in  camps.  After  consulting  Captain  Lorenzo  McIntyre  at 
Camp  Polk,  Mrs.  Pomeroy  suggested  that  communities  take  groups  of 
soldiers  into  their  homes  for  week-ends,  the  camp  to  provide  transportation. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  has  received  instructions  that  all  Local  Student 
Secretaries  are  to  send  names  of  students  attending  school  in  Louisiana 
to  Mrs.  Pomeroy  by  August  and  then  in  turn  they  will  be  sent  to  the 
Student  Secretary  on  the  Campus.  Students  attending  school  out  of  the 
state  will  have  their  names  sent  to  Mrs.  Porter,  150  Fifth  Avenue. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor,  Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work, 
used  a chart  to  help  in  clarifying  her  explanation  of  this  important  work. 

There  are  four  groups,  but  the  Woman’s  interest  will  be  centered 
about  the  group  studying  “World  Friendship”.  This  interest  group  will 
be  composed  of  girls,  and  will  meet  monthly,  using  programs  prepared 
by  this  meeting. 

Pledge  cards  were  displayed  and  an  explanation  of  the  division  of 
funds  given.  50%  will  go  to  the  local  organization  and  50%  to  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  at  the  end  of  each  month.  This 
will  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Carver,  marked  “Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work.” 
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Mrs.  Ledbetter  told  that  the  Methodist  youth  fund  would  be  used 
n the  Home  field  on  the  following  projects ; MacDonell  School,  Houma, 
La. ; Marcy  Center,  Chicago ; Brewster  Hospital,  Jacksonville,  Fla. ; 
Holding  Institute,  Lorado,  Texas ; Jesse  Lee  Home,  Seward,  Alaska. 

Mrs.  Pollard  appointed  the  following  Committees  and  said  that  they 
will  meet  immediately  following  lunch :

Conference  Plan — Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Mrs.  David  Tarver,  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Sartor,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Metcalf. 

District  Secretaries — Mrs.  J.  H.  Thatcher  and  District  Secretaries. 

Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  reported  on  Miss  Glasson’s  work  at  S.  L.  S.  S. 
stating)  that  she  had  been  most  enthusiastic  and  highly  satisfactory  and 
a great  year  was  anticipated. 

Mrs.  J. , J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  discussed  the  “Missionary  News”  which 
has  been  published  quarterly  by  this  Department,  at  a cost  of  $20.00 
per  quarter.  The  advisability  of  continuing  it  was  discussed. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dameron,  it  was  voted  that  the  Quarterly 
Conference  News  be  continued. 

Mrs.  Jones  moved  that  a definite  time  be  specified  for  the  pub- 
lication of  the  News.  Motion  carried. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Davidson,  it  was  voted  that  the  News  be  issued 
as  follows : 

1.  In  February  or  March,  following  Jurisdictional  meeting. 

2.  May,  following  Annual  Conference. 

3.  September. 

4.  November,  following  Mid-year  Executive  meeting. 

Mrs.  Pollard  asked  if  the  Conference  Officers  would  be  willing  to 
pay  for  their  own  meals  during  the  Retreat. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Gibson  it  was  voted  that  the  officers  take 
care  of  their  expense.  The  meeting  adjourned. 


Wedne^ay  Afternoon  Session 

Upon  reconvening,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Jr.,  presented  her  resignation 
as  Editor  of  the  Advocate  page. 

The  Wednesday  afternoon  session  opened  with  prayer  by  Mrs.  Tarver 
and  reports  of  the  officers  continued. 
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Mrs.  Thatcher,  Secretary  of  Organization,  gave  the  following  report 
for  the  third  quarter:  264  Societies,  10,565  membership,  176  new  mem- 
bers, 129  Spiritual  Life  groups,  116  Societies  in  past  achieving  efficiency 
aim.  $7,494.94  Conference  collections,  $6,432  Christian  Social  Relations, 
$1,494  World  Outlook  subscriptions. 

Mrs.  Thatcher  expressed  her  appreciation  for  having  had  the  privi- 
lege of  attending  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  with  ten  other 
Confer'ence  officers. 

The  body  discussed  the  advisability  of  purchasing  new  Handbooks, 
to  be  called  in  the  future  “Manuels”.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  McDonald 
it  was  voted  that  all  District  Secretaries  order  “Manuels”  and  have  them 
on  sale  at  all  Zone  and  District  meetings. 

The  Vice-President,  Mrs.  McKeithen,  urged  that  Life  Memberships 
be  stressed.  She  expressed  the  hope  that  plans  for  the  “World  Federation 
for  Methodist”  could  soon  be  perfected  in  Conference,  saying  that  the 
December  programs  are  planned  about  that  theme. 

She  stated  that  a Scrap  book  would  be  made  on  World  Federation 
and  requested  anyone  finding  suitable  material  send  it  to  her.  She  further 
suggested  that  local  societies  make  posters  on  this  subject. 

Mrs.  Pollard  instructed  Mrs.  McKeithen  to  prepare  something  on  the 
topic  for  the  next  issue  of  the  Conference  News. 

Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey,  Recording  Secretary,  reported  on  the  Minutes, 
saying  1250  copies  were  printed  at  a cost  of  $327.87. 

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
told  of  the  fine  quality  of  work  done  in  all  study  classes,  but  asked  that 
all  Bible  Study,  Mission  Study  and  Christian  Social  Relations  studies 
be  reported  to  her. 

Mrs.  Dameron  requested  suggestions  for  a teacher  for  Pastor’s  school 
in  1942.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander  and  Miss  Oscie  Saunders 
were  suggested. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  reported  for  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  who  was  unable 
to  be  present.  Mrs.  Metcalf  requested,  that  in  order  to  avoid  confusion, 
in  making  a study,  that  it  be  listed  definitely  as  a Bible  Study  or 
Christian  Social  Relations  study,  not  as  both. 

The  Executive  Body  listened  with  interest  while  Mrs.  Ledbetter 
read  the  theme  for  study  as  planned  through  1945. 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  reported  on  Supplies.  She  said  that  Ministerial 
Supply  blanks  are  now  available  so  that  money  may  be  credited  to  Sup- 
plies. If  blanks  are  not  used,  reports  are  to  be  made  through  local  Church 
activities.  She  stated  that  a change  has  been  made  so  that  money  spent 
by  local  City  boards  may  be  credited  on  supplies,  instead  of  local  work. 
Peck  Hall  and  the  former  Jubilee  Inn,  now  called  “Business  Girls  Inn”, 
will  be  included  in  Institutions  to  be  sent  supplies. 
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Mrs.  David  Tarver,  Spiritual  Life  Chairman,  spoke  of  the  privilege 
of  being  a member  of  the  Conference  family  and  told  of  her  plans  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  She  expressed  her  thanks  for  the  excellent 
cooperation  received  in  planning  the  Retreat  and  spoke  of  her  ap- 
preciation for  the  interest  shown  in  the  Book  room  and  the  large  number 
of  books  sold  during  the  Retreat. 

After  a brief  rest  period,  business  was  resumed  and  reports  on  the 
Deaconess  Advisory  Committees  followed. 

Mrs.  T.  D.  Chapman  reported  on  the  Deaconess  Committee  meeting 
in  Natchitoches  with  Miss  Chandler. 

Mrs.  Pollard  stated  the  necessity  for  Deaconess’  reporting  monthly, 
since  the  money  is  given  by  women  of  the  State  and  they  are  interested 
in  the  Deaconess’  Activities. 

Mrs.  Walker  McDonald  reported  on  the  Deaconess  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  the  Ruston  District,  saying  it  was  fully  attended  and  plans 
for  the  Deaconess  were  discussed  and  her  full  cooperation  was  assured, 
with  plans  agreed  upon  for  the  next  Quarterly  meeting. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  reported  on  the  Deaconess  Advisory  Committee 
from  the  Monroe  District.  Much  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  ad- 
visability of  retaining  a Deaconess  in  this  area.  Mrs.  Gibson  had  pre- 
pared reports  from  rural  areas  where  a worker  is  needed.  She  recom- 
mended that  Miss  Nuttall  be  assigned  to  the  Monroe  District  and  the 
Advisory  Committee  be  empowered  to  assign  her  to  various  types  of 
work  in  the  District  when  needed. 

Mrs.  Pollard  then  gave  in  detail  the  backg|round  of  the  rural  work 
and  ended  by  saying  Miss  Nuttall  was  completing  her  fifth  year  in  the 
Monroe  District. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned. 


Dinner  at  the  Home  of  Mrs.  Thatcher 
A delightful  surprise  of  the  Executive  meeting  was  the  charmingly 
appointed  dinner  served  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Thatcher,  by  the 
Houma  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  gracious  hospitality 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Conference  officers. 


Wednesday  Night  Session 

Following  the  dinner  hour,  the  Wednesday  nig|ht  session  took  plac; 
at  Mrs.  Thatcher’s  home,  with  Mrs.  Pollard  presiding. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer,  after  which  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  sessions  were  read  and  approved,  after  correction. 
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Discussion  continued  on  the  advisability  of  retaining  a Deaconess 
in  the  Monroe  district.  Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Gibson,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
McKeithen,  it  was  voted  that  Miss  Nuttall  be  retained  in  the  Monroe 
District. 

The  Secretary  read  a letter  from  Miss  Ella  Hooper  concerning  the 
work  of  the  Indian  at  Dulac,  showing  the  great  need  and  the  unlimited 
opportunities.  Miss  Hooper,  a guest  of  the  Executive  body,  explained 
the  future  of  the  work  and  the  plans  she  has  for  the  further  development 
of  the  project.  The  Committee  was  most  impressed  with  her  indomitable 
courage  and  incurable  optimism. 

Mrs.  Pollard  read  a paragraph  from  a letter  from  Rev.  Roy  Johns 
sugg;esting  that  funds  might  possibly  be  raised  by  presenting  the  work 
to  the  Leagues  and  the  Young  People’s  Church  School  classes,  with  an 
endorsement  from  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  and  Missions  and 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones  requested  permission  to  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  become  “Founders”,  on  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  or  more.  A 
paper  was  passed  for  subscribers. 

Reports  of  the  Sessions  Committee  followed : 

By-Laws  Committee 

Proposed  changes  were  read  by  Mrs.  Ledbetter  and  were  approved 
for  recommendation  to  the  Conference. 

1.  (Under  No.  9)  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication,  $20.00 
quarterly  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  cost  of  the  Conference  News. 

2.  (No.  10)  This  is  to  be  taken  out  of  the  by-laws  and  placed  in 
the  standing  rules  of  Conference,  i.  e.,  a half-hour  of  each  forenoon 
during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

3.  (No.  14)  Insert  the  word  “Deaconess”  in  the  first  sentence,  i.  e.. 
There  shall  be  a Deaconess  Advisory  Committee  in  each  District,  etc. 

The  President  discussed  the  approval  of  certain  expenses  not  men- 
tioned in  the  by-laws.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  trust  her  judg- 
ment when  extras  are  deemed  necessary. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  read  by  Mrs.  Jones  and 
after  discussion  was  adopted. 

We,  the  Committee,  recommend : 

1.  That  to  meet  the  request  of  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  the  Louisiana  Conference  should 
increase  its  pledge  one  per  cent,  making  the  total  amount  of  the  pledge 
$30,300.00  and  that  the  increase  of  $300.00  be  directed  to  a Student 
Grant  to  Scarritt.

Mrs.  Pollard  read  the  Minutes  from  an  Executive  Session  in  Shreve- 
port concerning  the  completing  of  the  Louisiana  delegation  to  the 
Jurisdictional  Society. 

Discussion  ensued  as  to  the  advisability  of  taking  a second  car. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell,  it  was  voted  that  Louisiana 
delegation  be  completed  with  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  the  first  alternate 
becoming  the  sixth  delegate. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Jones  and  motion  carried,  that  according

Mrs.  Pollard  asked  the  District  Secretaries  to  sit  at  the  head  of  their 
respective  delegations,  and  all  conference  officers  to  occupy  the  front  pews. 

The  attendance  of  the  District  Delegates  to  the  Assembly,  at  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  was  discussed.  Mrs.  George  Sexton  told  of  plans  of  other  con- 
ferences to  defray  expenses  of  delegates  to  Assembly. 

Mrs.  Pollard  asked  the  probability  of  the  Districts  raising  $25.00  to- 
ward the  delegates’  expenses. 
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Mrs.  Pomeroy  moved,  and  it  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Jones,  that  this 
matter  of  the  District  paying]  $25.00  toward  thte  district  delegates  expenses 
to  Assembly  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Motion  carried. 

Upon  motion  6f  Mrs.  Jones  it  was  voted  that  the  executive  body  felect 
the  second  delegate  to  Assembly.  Ballots  were  distributed  by  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Davidson,  and  Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher  was  unanimously  elected. 

Mrs.  Pollard  read  from  the  revised  guide,  and  from  Jurisdictional 
recommendations,  to  the  effect  that  Spiritual  Life  leaders  should  be  elect- 
ed rather  than  appointed,  and  that  they  should  be  metabers  of  Executive 
Boards. 

Upon  Mrs.  Sexton’s  suggestion,  it  was  voted  that  this  be  made  a 
standing  rule  of  the  conference. 

Mrs.  Pollard  discussed  the  proposed  visit  of  Miss  Oliver  on  pro- 
motional work  from  Scarritt,  saying  no  expense  would  be  involved  in 
her  visit,  and  suggested  that  an  itinerary  should  be  arranged.  Mrs. 
Sexton  spoke  highly  of  Miss  Oliver’s  ability,  saying  she  is  a returned 
missionary  from  Korea. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy  it  was  voted  that  Miss  Oliver  should 
be  asked  to  visit  to  Louisiana. 

It  was  announced  that  Miss  Grace  Gatewood  is  now  in  chargje  of 
Scarritt  promotional  work  in  Louisiana  Conference. 

Mrs.  Carver  reported  that  $210.25  had  been  collected  for  furnishing 
a room  in  Scarritt. 

Mrs.  Sexton  moved  and  it  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Jones  that  this  mon- 
ey be  sent  on  to  Scarritt,  for  furnishing  room,  and  money  needed  for  sup- 
plies be  taken  from  this  fund.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Dameron  requested  that  the  Spiritual  Life  Committee  report 
be  placed  on  the  program  earlier  than  Thursday  afternoon,  if  possible. 

Mrs.  Pollard  reported  that  Miss  Muriel  Day,  Executive  Secretary, 
has  just  completed  a visit  to  Louisiana  schools  and  institutions,  and  that 
she  had  received  a very  complimentary  letter  concerning  her  visit. 

Miss  Day  stated  that  funds  for  the  entertainment  of  a Deaconess  at 
Assembly  were  available,  if  the  Conference  could  pay  traveling  expenses. 

A request  was  also  made  for  the  expenses  of  a delegate  from  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  to  attend  Assembly. 

Mrs.  Carver  reported  that  there  was  some  money  available.  Action 
on  this  was  deferred  until  the  Wednesday  night  executive  session. 

Mrs.  Laskey  read  a letter  from  B.  H.  Andrews,  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Town  and  Country  Work  in  the  Louisiana  Conference, 
requesting  that  three  members  of  the  Louisiana  Woman’s  Society  of 
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Christian  Service  be  elected  to  serve  on  the  Commission — the  said  com- 
mittee to  meet  during  the  Pastor’s  School  in  Shreveport. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson,  Miss  Ella  Hooper  and  Mrs.  Ira  Campbell  wore 
duly  elected,  with  Mrs.  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Fine,  serving 
as  alternates. 

Mrs.  Pollard  urged  all  members  of  executive  body,  who  could  do  so, 
plan  to  attend  Pastor’s  School. 

Mrs.  Pollard  discussed  the  raising,  of  the  Conference  pledge  $1000.00, 
saying  that  it  had  been  pledged  at  the  Jurisdictional  meeting.  It  is  to 
be  allocated  in  the  following  manner : $300.00  for  a Scarritt  grant ; 
$700.00  for  a scholarship  or  running  expenses  of  MacDonell  School. 

Upon  motion  by  Mrs.  McKeithen,  and  second  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy, 
it  was  voted  that  the  increase  of  pledge  be  authori2ed  by  the  executive 
body. 

Mrs.  Gibson  asked  for  clarification  of  missionary  funds,  as  outlined  in 
the  Guide. 

Mrs.  Sexton  explained  that  Life  Memberships,  as  designated  gifts, 
may  be  put  in  the  budget  at  first  of  year  and  may  be  counted  on  the 
pledge,  but  if  Life  Memberships  are  given  later  in  the  year  this  amount 
is  over  and  above  pledge. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  moved,  and  Mrs.  Tinsley  seconded,  that  this  ques- 
tion be  referred  to  the  finance  committee  for  clarification.  Motion  carried. 

Mrs.  Metcalf  reported  on  a meeting  held  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  at- 
tended by  Mrs.  Fairchild  concerning  migrants.  She  told  of  the  great 
number  of  migrants  and  their  needs,  and  suggested  that  Womans’  Society 
of  Christian  Service  join  the  State  Council  of  Church  Women  to  meet 
these  needs. 

Mrs.  Jones  said  that  money  for  migrants  could  be  sent  throiigji  sup- 
plies, if  properly  channelled  and  marked  “for  migrants”.  Mrs.  Pollard 
said  in  reality  contributions  are  made  to  migrants  through  gifts  to  Home 
Mission  Work. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Fairchild  it  was  seconded  and  v'oted  that  the 
executive  body  endorse  the  State  Federation  of  Church  Women. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy  discussed  the  advisability  of  purchasing  “student  pack- 
ets,” saying  it  was  recommended  that  the  literature  be  bought  from  the 
cultivation  fund. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Tinsley  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  it  was 
voted  that  seven  “Packets”  be  bought  for  colleges. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Tinsley  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  it  was 
it  was  necessary  for  her  to  visit  collegje  campuses. 
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Mrs.  Carver  asked  an  explanation  of  the  expenditure  of  $25.00  given 
District  Secretaries.  It  was  explained  that  $25.00  was  to  be  used  for 
promotion  and  cultivation  of  work  in  the  District ; and  expense  money 
for  one  zone  meeting,  over  and  above  $25.00  was  authorized,  but  if  neces- 
sary to  make  a return  visit  to  a zone,  some  of  their  $25.00  cultivation 
funds  could  be  used. 

Mrs.  McKeithen  reported  on  funds  collected  for  Mrs.  Carvers’  Life 
Patron  Membership,  saying  that  $86.00  had  been  collected  over  and  above 
the  $300.00  required.

Dis- 
tinguished guests  were  presented,  and  special  guests  of  the  occasion 
were  the  presidents  of  the  Womans’  Societies  of  Christian  Service 
throughout  the  state. 

The  challenging  address  of  the  evening  was  given  by  Mrs.  George 
Sexton,  Jr.,  using  as  her  subject  “I  Dare  You!” 

Mrs.  Dana  Dawson  sang  charmingly  “Only  a Rose”  with  violin 
accompaniment  by  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy.  Mrs.  Dawson  was  assisted  in 
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distributing  lovely  red  roses,  as  she  sang,  by  two  attractive  little  girls. 
Misses  Jane  Hicks  and  Carolyn  Hodge. 

Delightful  dinner  music  was  furnished  throughout  the  evening’  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey  Nelson. 

Tuesday  Night  Session 

The  Tuesday  Night  Session  was  opened  by  singing  of  the  Hymn  “God 
of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory.” 

The  scripture  and  prayer  was  given  by  the  pastor-host.  Rev.  Guy 
Hicks.  A beautiful  violin  solo  was  played  by  Miss  Doris  Haskell  of 
Louisiana  Tech  faculty. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  presented  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  member  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  who  in  turn  introduced  the 
speaker  of  the  evening,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg,  president  of  Woman’s  Division. 

Mrs.  Bragg  spoke  most  forcefully  on  the  churches’  opportunities 
for  service  in  these  days.  She  emphasised  world-wide  opportunities  for 
service  in  all  fields  of  endeavor,  using  as  her  subject,  “For  the  Living 
of  these  Days.” 

At  the  close  of  the  address  the  holy  communion  was  administered 
to  the  Conference  body  and  visitors! 


Wednesday  Morning  Session 

Following  the  morning  organ  meditation  played  by  Mrs.  S.  L.  White, 
a deeply  spiritual  worship  service  was  conducted  by  Miss  Clarence 
Shaffer,  speaking  on  “The  Peace  that  Jesus  willed  to  Us.”  Mrs.  Dana 
Dawson  sang  most  feelingly,  as  the  scripture  John  14,  “In  My  Father’s 
House  Are  Many  Mansions”  by  McDermid. 

Mrs.  Pollard  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  explained  that  at 
the  charter  meeting  in  Alexandria,  in  October  1940,  it  was  decided  that 
1942  should  be  election  year. 

The  secretary  read  by-law  No.  1,  concerning  the  election  of  officers, 
and  the  length  of  term  of  their  office. 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Collins,  Chairman  of  Research  Committee,  read  the 
reports  of  the  committee  and  submitted  lists  of  names  to  be  considered 
for  Conference  officers. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  A.  W.  Baird  it  was  voted  that  the  report 
of  the  research  committee  be  made  the  nominating  ballot,  and  that 
nominations  also  be  made  from  floor. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Pollard  was  nominated  for  President. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  moved,  and  it  was  seconded,  that  the  nomi- 
nating close,  and  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the 
nominee. 
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Motion  carried  and  the  secretary  did  as  instructed. 

Mrs.  Pollard  responded  graciously,  thanking  the  Conference  for 
the  unaninous  election  in  this  high  office. 

The  voting  strength  of  the  Conference  body  was  taken,  and  the 
names  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  McKeithen  and  Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild  were  presented 
for  vice-president. 

Ballots  were  cast  and  collected,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count 
the  vote. 

Mrs.  Ed  Conger,  secretary  of  Childrens’  Work,  gave  a challenging 
talk  on  the  work  with  children,  pleading  most  earnestly  for  their  culti- 
vation. (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  ballot,  which  showed  that  Mrs. 
McKeithen  had  received  a majority  vote  and  was  elected  vice-president. 

Balloting  was  taken  on  the  name  of  Mrs.  Glenn  Laskey  and  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Shanahan  for  recording  secretary,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count 
the  votes. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Sartor,  Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work, 
explained  the  set-up  of  the  organization,  and  stressed  the  formation  of 
interest  groups  for  girls.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  Children  work,  and 
Young  Women  and  Girls’  work  read  by  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Lynch,  and 
after  discussion  were  adopted. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher,  Mrs.  Leslie  McKenzie  and 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  were  presented  to  be  voted  upon  for  Secretary  'of 

Organization.  Ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  vote. 

• 

In  a stirring  manner,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Secretary  of  Student 
work,  presented  the  work  of  the  Students,  giving  all  its  possibilities  for 
missions,  and  urged  the  women  of  the  church  to  rise  to  the  task. 

Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Dr.  B.  C.  Taylor,  pastor  of  the  Alexandria 
Church,  who  has  probably  had  more  contacts  with  soldiers  than  any 
other  pastor  in  Louisiana.  He  told  of  the  splendid  work  his  church  is 
doing,,  and  the  great  response  he  had  in  working  with  soldiers.  He  said 
in  conclusion,  “The  soldier  needs  the  church,  and  the  church  needs 
the  soldier.” 

As  a gesture  of  recognition,  following  Dr.  Taylor’s  enthusiastic  talk, 
Mrs.  Pollard  asked  all  wives  and  mothers  of  soldiers  to  stand.  Mrs. 
Clare  Chennault,  wife  of  General  Chennault  who  is  fighting  so  coura- 
geously with  the  Chinese  Air  Force,  was  presented  to  the  Conference. 

The  tellers  announced  that  Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher  had  been  elected 
as  Secretary  of  Organization. 
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Ballots  were  distributed  and  the  names  of  Mrs.  Gilman  McConnell, 
Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons,  Mrs.  R.  Martin  Miller  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Wall 
were  voted  upon  for  Treasurer. 

Recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Student  Work  were  read  by 
the  secretary,  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  and  after  discussion  were  adoptetd. 

Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf  asked  permission  to  read  a letter  stating  that 
there  was  to  be  a cut  in  the  appropriations  for  the  Farm  Security  Pro- 
gram, and  that  this  would  directly  affect  farm  labor — particularly  the 
migrant  groups.  Mrs.  Metcalf  proposed,  and  it  was  voted,  that'  a telegram 
be  sent  to  Senators  Ellender  and  Overton  asking  them  to  use  their 
influence  to  defeat  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

Report  of  work  done  by  the  Deaconesses  in  Educational  Institutions 
followed. 

Miss  Thelma  Hubbard  was  most  enthusiastic  about  her  work  on 
the  campus  of  Louisiana  Tech. 

Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  spoke  of  her  work  at  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal,  saying  that  emphasis  this  year  had  been  placed  on  Christian 
living  as  a practical  experience. 

Miss  Betty  Glasson  gave  a stimulating  account  of  her  work  at 
Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute. 

The  teller  made  a report  of  the  first  ballot  for  treasurer,  announcing 
Mrs.  McConnell,  56;  Mrs.  Simmons,  53;  Mrs.  Miller,  17*  Mrs.  Wall, 
6.  A majority  was  not  reached  ; a second  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers 
retired. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Bragg  spoke  most  stirringjly  in  her  closing  message  to 
Conference,  using  as  her  subject,  “To  Serve  the  Present  Age’’. 

She  said  that  the  great  responsibility  of  Christians  in  these  dark 
days  is  to  see  that  the  work  of  the  church  goes  forward.  Almost  $8,500,- 
000.00  was  spent  by  the  women  of  Methodism  last  year,  about  $3,800,- 
000.00  for  missions  and  $4,600,000.00  for  local  work,  but  in  spite  of 
that,  per  capita  giving  is  too  low  for  missions.  There  is  a tremendous 
challenge,  and  the  need  of  “educated”  giving  must  be  emphasized. 

In  closing,  she  urged  the  women  to  be  consistent  in  their  Christianity 
and  to  place  the  church  and  its  needs  uppermost  in  their  lives. 

The  tellers  reported  a majority  had  not  been  reached  in  the  balloting 
on  treasurer.  Mrs.  McConnell,  63;  Mrs.  Simmons,  53;  Mrs.  Miller,  14; 
Mrs.  Hunt,  2. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Ledbetter  it  was  voted  that  the  ballot  be 
taken  on  the  two  highest. 

As  a prelude  to  the  Quiet  Hour,  Miss  Betty  Rinehart,  student  at 
Louisiana  Tech,  sang  as  a solo  the  Ninety-first  Psalm. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  presented  Dr.  Mary  Shannon,  former  missionary  to 
Burma  and  India,  who  gave  the  noon-day  devotional,  choosing  as  her 
subject  “Impedimenta.”  Dr.  Shannon  based  the  thought  of  her  talk 
on  the  Roman  soldiers’  equipment  for  battle,  and  on  Paul’s  statement 
in  Galatians : “For  each  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden.” 

She  stated  that  a Christian’s  equipment  should  include : ( 1 ) The 
Bible;  (2)  An  active  faith;  (3)  Work  by  women’s  methods-  (4)  New 
sympathy  for  world’s  hurts.  These  requirements,  she  said,  lay  upon  us 
— -responsibility  and  burdens  to  further  the  Kingdom.  In  closing  she 
used  a quotation  from  Phillip  Brooks — “Oh  Lord,  we  do  not  ask  for 
burdens  to  fit  our  strength,  but  strength  to  bear  our  burdens.” 

Meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer.

LUNCHEON  AT  LOUISIANA  METHODIST  ORPHANAGE 

A drive  througji  the  tree-shaded  streets  of  Ruston  to  the  Louisiana 
Methodist  Orphanage,  where  a delightful  luncheon  was  served  on  long 
tables  on  the  lawn  by  the  host.  Rev.  C.  B.  White,  was  a pleasant 
feature  of  the  Conference. 

A large  group  of  guests  were  present,  and  following  the  luncheon, 
they  had  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Orphanage. 


Wednesday  Afternoon  Session 

The  hymn,  “From  All  that  Dwell  Below  the  Skies,”  opened  the 
afternoon  session  of  the  Conference  at  2 :00  o’clock. 

Miss  Grace  Gatewood  led  the  afternoon  devotional,  closing  a help- 
ful message  with  prayer. 

The  reports  of  the  Deaconesses  were  continued  from  the  morning, 
with  Miss  Sheila  Nuttall  presenting  her  work  in  the  Monroe  District. 
She  told  of  the  diversified  character  of  her  work,  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  the  manner  in  which  she  organized  church  schools,  and  aided 
children  and  youths  in  all  phases  of  religious,  educational,  and  recreational 
activity. 

Miss  Lillie  Hendrix,  of  MacDonell  French  Mission  School,  gave 
the  highlights  of  the  school’s  years  of  service,  showing  the  great  advance- 
ment of  the  work.  Churches  have  been  organized  and  training  in  Christian 
living  given  to  hundreds  of  underprivileged  children. 


Miss  Eva  Calloway  told  of  her  work  with  Negro  Children  at  Sager- 
Brown  Home,  discussing  methods  of  training  them  to  be  good  citizens. 
She  stressed  the  Responsibility  of  white  citizens  helping  the  Negroes  feel 
that  their  efforts  in  the  war  are  being  appreciated. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  Gilman  McConnell  had  received  a 
majority  vote,  and  was  elected  treasurer. 

Balloting  was  taken  on  the  names  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron  and  Mrs. 
Dallas  Dickey  for  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  and 
the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Mrs.  J.  Hunter  Thatcher  adroitly  presented  the  work  of  the  Districts 
by  simulating  a radio  broadcast  of  the  well-known  “Information-Please” 
program.  The  District  secretaries  were  cleverly  introducted,  by  rhyming 
their  names,  as  the  “Experts”,  then  by  the  organ  playing  familiar  hymns, 
and  “audience  participation”,  questions  concerning  the  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  were  answered. 

Then  by  skilful  questioning  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Thatcher,  each 
secretary  gave  the  high  points  of  their  years  work  under  the  title  of 
“We  the  Districts  Speak”,  recounting  activities,  study-days,  pledge, 
life  memberships,  student  work,  Christian  Social  relations,  and  rural  work. 

Mrs.  T.  D.  Chapman,  of  the  Alexandria  District  told  of  a growing 
interest,  and  increased  activities  in  all  lines.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

Mrs.  S.  J.  Fairchild,  of  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  spoke  of  the 
outstanding  work  done  in  giving  Life  memberships,  and  of  the  overpaid 
pledge.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

Speaking  for  the  Lake  Charles  District,  Mrs.  G.  J.  Tinsley  recounted 
the  splendid  work  done  with  the  students  and  with  soldiers.  (See  minutes 
for  report.) 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  spoke  of  the  effective  rural  work  done  in  the 
Monroe  District,  and  of  an  increase  in  pledges  and  memberships,  with 
growth  in  spiritual  Life  work.  (See  minutes  for  report.') 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Hightower  reported  from  the  New  Orleans  District  that 
the  pledge  had  been  overpaid  ; that  an  increased  interest  had  been  shown 
in  all  lines  of  work,  particularly  among  Baby  Life  Memberships.  (See 
minutes  for  report.) 

For  the  Ruston  District,  Mrs.  Walker  McDonald  told  of  the  ex- 
cellent work  in  Christian  Social  Relation  department ; with  particular 
emphasis  upon  the  42  beds  furnished  by  women  to  the  Louisiana  Methodist 
Orphanage.  The  pledge  has  been  overpaid,  and  increased  interest  shown 
in  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

Mrs.  Ira  Campbell,  from  the  Shreveport  district,  stated  that  there 
had  been  a steady  progress  in  all  activities,  with  a largje  sum  overpaid 
on  pledge.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 
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Mrs.  Thatcher  skillfully  summed  up  the  year’s  work,  stating  that 
there  are  266  societies  with  10,360  members.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  tellers  announced  that  Mrs.  Dameron  had  received  a majority 
vote  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service. 

Ballots  were  cast  upon  the  names  of  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf,  Mrs. 
G.  F.  Poole  and  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy  for  Secretary  of  Christian  Social 
Relations  and  Local  Church  Activity. 

While  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  ballots,  reports  of  Deaconesses 
on  urban  work  were  heard.  Mrs.  Mary  Freeman,  of  the  Business  Girls 
Inn,  Shreveport,  spoke  of  her  work  with  the  girls,  and  told  of  the  great 
need  the  Inn  met  in  the  lives  of  young  business  women  and  the  training 
they  were  receiving.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  tellers  announced  that  a majority  vote  had  been  cast  for  Mrs. 
Metcalf,  electing  her  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations. 

Miss  Julia  Loving,  deaconess  from  St.  Marks,  New  Orleans,  gave 
a most  interesting  account  of  the  constructive  work  done,  and  expressed 
appreciation  for  supplies.  She  recounted  several  instances  where  children 
and  adults  have  been  helped  to  a fuller  life. 

Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  in  an  interesting  manner 
gave  an  account  of  the  excellent  quality  of  work  done  at  the  Conference 
institutions,  i.  e.,  MacDonell  School,  terming  it  the  “Lighthouse  of  the 
Tech  Country”  ; St.  Marks,  Peck  Hall,  Business  Girls  Inn,  Sagar-Brown. 
She  also  told  of  the  money  sent  to  furnish  the  room  at  Scarritt. 

Besides  supplies  needed  for  the  Conference  institutions,  medical 
supplies  are  requested  for  the  Phillipines,  India  and  Cuba.  The  women 
are  asked  to  give  the  price  of  one  coca-cola  in  the  next  six  months 
for  these  greatly  needed  supplies. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  supplies  and  Finance 
were  read  by  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Fullilove,  and  after  discussions  were 
adopted. 

Announcements  were  made  and  the  meeting  closed  with  a prayer.

The  Louisiana  Tech  Choir  composed  of  students  sang  beautifully 
two  numbers,  “De  Profundes”,  by  Gluck,  and  a Negro  spiritual,  “Were 
You  Ther'e?”

Dr.  Shannon  made  a striking  ap- 
pearance attired  in  a handsome  Indian  sari.  She  ably  discussed  the 
subject,  “New  Things  in  Old  India”,  enumerating  the  new  things  in 
India — the  striving  to  uplift  the  untouchables,  the  lowest  in  the  cast 
system ; education  for  women ; the  awakened  mind  of  the  masses.  She 
gave  a resume  of  Methodist  work,  and  stated  in  conclusion  that  a 
great  future  was  ahead  for  missions. 

The  congregation  united  in  singing  the  closing  hymn,  “At  Length 
there  Dawns  the  Glorious  Day.”  Dismissed  with  prayer. 


Thursday  Morning  Session 

Following  a thirty  minute  organ  meditation  by  Mrs.  S.  L.  White, 
the  deeply  spiritual  morning  worship  service  was  led  by  Mrs.  R.  E. 
Smith,  using  as  her  subject,  “Fellowship”.  At  the  conclusion  of  her  talk, 
a quartet  of  four  different  denominations — Baptist,  Methodist,  Presby- 
terian and  Catholic — sang  most  appealingly,  “Lord,  I Want  to  be  a 
Christian.” 

A beautifully  sacred  memorial  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Dameron  and  the  District  Secretaries,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer, 
acting  Spiritual  Life  lead'er,  Mr.  Van  Evans,  sang,  “One  Sweetly  Solemn 
Thought”,  in  a most  impressive  manner.  A cross  festooned  with  gre'enery 
and  Easter  lilies  formed  the  background  for  those  taking  part  in  the 
the  service,  who  were  impressively  robed  in  white.  Appropriate  scripture 
was  quoted,  and  as  the  names  of  those  who  had  passed  on  during  the 
year  were  read,  small  candles  were  lighted  from  a single  large  taper, 
symbolic  of  the  source  of  all  light,  and  placed  among  the  lovely  white 
memorial  flow'ers.

Mrs.  Pollard  resumed  the  business  of  the  day,  and  voting  was 
continued. 

Mrs.  Collins  presented  the  names  of  Miss  Mary  Searles,  Mrs.  Otts 
Ford  and  Miss  Mildred  Corrodonna  for  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild.  Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons  was  nominated  from  the  floor  and  votes 
were  cast. 

A report  on  the  recommendation  from  the  minutes  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  W.  R.  Simmons  had  received  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast,  and  was  elected  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild. 

Ballots  were  cast  for  student  secretary,  with  the  names  of  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  Dewitt  Henry,  and  Mrs.  Virginia  Morris  presented. 

An  informative  panel  Discussion  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf.

He  is  a member 
of  the  committee  on  the  National  Child  Labor  survey,  and  discussed  in 
a well-informed  manner  the  Child  labor  situation  in  Louisiana.  He  par- 
ticularly stressed  that  more  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  the  protection 
of  the  rural  Child. 

The  tellers  reported  that  a majority  vote  had  been  cast  for  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Sartor,  and  that  she  had  been  elected  Secretary  of  Young,  Women 
and  Girls’  work. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  Ed.  Conger,  Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert,  and  Mrs. 
R.  R.  Branton  were  presented  for  Secretary  of  Children’s  work.  Votes 
were  cast,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes  while  the  business 
of  the  Conference  continued. 
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Miss  Mildred  Carrodonna  gave  the  report  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild,  due  to  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Hoff.  She  stated  that  Louisiana  ranked 
fourth  in  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  with  38  Guild  organizations  and 
642  members.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  tellers  reported  that  Mrs.  Ed  Conger  had  received  a majority 
vote,  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Children’s  work. 

For  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Supplies,  the  names  of  Mrs.  C.  I. 
Jones,  Mrs.  Henry  Horton  and  Mrs.  Ward  Anderson  were  presented 
and  voted  upon. 

Mrs.  Dameron,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  stressed 
the  importance  of  intensified  study  programs,  with  plans  made  long  in 
advance.  Particular  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  “service”  part  of  the 
program,  for  she  said  without  the  culmination  of  a service  project,  the 
study  itself  is  rendered  ineffective.  (See  minutes  for  report.) 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  ballot  which  showed  that  Mrs.  Jones 
had  received  a majority  vote  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Supplies. 

Ballots  were  cast  for  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  with 
the  names  of  Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson  and  Mrs.  Mary  Toney  submitted. 

Mrs.  J.  J.  Davidson,  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  cleverly 
compared  the  needs  of  literature  for  the  growth  of  a society,  to  the 
body’s  requirement  of  vitamins  for  its  complete  development.  By  com- 
paring each  department  to  an  essential  vitamin,  and  by  means  of  arresting 
posters,  Mrs.  Davidson  ingenously  outlined  the  wealth  of  material  available. 

She  stated  that  the  g]oal  for  this  department  for  the  coming  year 
is  every  officer  a subscriber  to  “THE  WORLD  OUTLOOK”  and  “THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN.”  Special  recognition  to  be  paid  at  the  next 
Conference  session  to  those  societies  achieving  this  goal.  (See  minutes 
for  report.) 

The  tellers  reported  that  a majority  vote  had  been  cast  for  Mrs.  J.  J. 
Davidson  and  she  was  elected  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publication. 

Recommendations  were  read  from  the  Woman’s  Division  to  the 
effect  that  the  leader  of  Spiritual  Life  be  elected.  Similar  action  had 
been  taken  by  the  Executive  committee  in  a previous  session. 

The  names  of  Mrs.  David  Tarver,  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  and  Mrs. 
Virginia  Morris  were  presented  for  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  Mrs. 
Morris  asked  permission  to  withdraw  her  name  and  the  request  was 
granted.  Mrs.  Shaffer  stated  that  she  wished  to  be  considered  associate 
director  of  this  office  while  Mrs.  Tarver  was  out  of  the  state  and  was 
not  to  be  considered  as  opposing  her. 
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The  nominating  committee  for  District  secretaries  presented  the 
names  of  the  present  secretaries  in  office.  They  were  duly  elected  as 
follows  :

The  tellers  announced  that  Mrs.  David  Tarver  had  received  a 
majority  vote  and  was  elected  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  with  Mrs. 
Clarence  Shaffer  associate  secretary. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter  conducted  a deeply  spiritual  installation 
service  for  Conference  officers.  Appropriate  scripture  was  read  to  each, 
then  the  service  was  concluded  with  a prayer  of  dedication,  as  the 
officers  knelt  about  the  altar. 

Mrs.  Pollard  expressed  her  deep  appreciation  for  the  courtesies  and 
hospitality  of  the  Ruston  women.  Announcements  were  made  concerning 
the  noon-day  luncheon. 

Dr.  Mary  Shannon  used  as  the  subject  for  her  second  noon-day 
devotional  “Stone  and  Rock.”  She  discussed  the  difference  between  stones 
and  rocks,  saying  stones  are  undependable,  while  rocks  have  power  of 
stability  and  steadness.  Stones,  she  continued  are  symbolic  of  human 
misunderstanding,  while  rocks  are  symbolic  of  faith  and  God.  She  called 
upon  the  women  of  the  church  to  rise  above  temporary  and  transitory 
conditions,  and  to  build  their  faith  upon  a rock,  so  that  as  Christians 
they  could  stand  steady  and  sure,  like  rocks,  in  a world  of  confusion. 

Following  a closing  prayer  the  morning  session  was  adjourned.

Thursday  Afternoon  Session 

After  a pleasant  luncheon  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  the  Thursday 
afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  Hvmn  “Be  Still  My 
Soul”. 

The  worship  period  was  led  by  Mrs.  D.  B.  Raulins,  reading  scripture 
from  St.  John  and  closing  with  a prayer. 

An  impressive  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  C.  C.  Carver 
and  the  District  Secretaries.  Mrs.  Pollard  lighted  a candle  representing 
the  church,  and  the  district  secretaries  in  turn  lighted  their  candles  from 
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the  central  one  while  making  their  pledges  as  follows : Alexandria, 
$3,700.00;  Baton  Rouge,  $4,000.00;  Lake  Charles,  $3,650.00;  Monroe, 
$4,550.00 ; Nevfr  Orleans,  $4,950.00 ; . Ruston,  $4,800.00 ; Shreveport, 
$8,350.00. 

Mrs.  Sexton  led  in  prayer  of  dedication  for  the  gifts  of  money. 
Mrs.  CarVer  gave  a parting  word  of  thanks  and  expressed  her  love 
for  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  read  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual 
Life,  as  prepared  by  Mrs.  David  TarVer. 

Recommendations  of  the  committee  on  Spiritual  Life  were  read, 
discussed  and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

Miss  Grace  Gatewood,  Ghairman  of  promotional  work  for  Scarritt, 
made  a plea  for  associate  memberships.  Mrs.  Sexton  told  of  the  need 
for  trained  Ghristian  workers,  and  asked  the  women  to  interest  promising 
young  women  in  Scarritt,  so  that  they  might  be  trained  as  future  workers. 

Recommendations  from  committee  on  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  were  read  by  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Crawford, 
discussed  and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

Mrs.  Ledbetter  told  of  the  Leadership  training  school  to  be  held 
at  Negro  Normal,  in  Grambling,  during  the  week  of  July  13th.  She 
urged  societies  to  send  a representative  Negro  woman  to  be  trained, 
and  to  assist  in  paying  expenses  for  delegates. 

Recommendations  from  the  committee  on  Organizations  and  Pro- 
motion were  read  by  the  secretary,  Mrs.  Walker  McDonald,  discussed 
and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

Recommendations  from  committee  on  Education  were  read  by  the 
secretary,  Mrs.  Collins  Lipscomb,  discussed  and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

Recommendations  from  the  committee  on  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
were  read,  discussed  and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

Report  of  the  committee  on  constitution  and  by-laws  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Ledbetter,  discussed  and  adopted.  (See  minutes.) 

A letter  of  greeting  and  good  wishes  was  read,  from  the  Presbyterian 
Womans’  Conference,  in  Annual  Session  in  Ruston.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  make  a proper  reply. 

Upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Clarence  Shaffer  it  was  voted  that  the  lovely 
memorial  flowers,  used  in  the  auditorium  of  the  church  be  presented 
to  the  Presbyterian  Womans’  Conference,  now  in  session,  as  a token 
of  friendship. 

Due  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  the  president  asked  permission  to 
dispense  with  the  report  from  the  Jurisdiction. 
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Mrs.  Pollard  asked  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  D. 
B.  Raulins,  and  the  chairman  of  all  local  committees  of  the  hostess 
society,  to  come  to  the  platform  while  the  thanks  were  expressed  by 
Mrs.  Fred  Marlall,  as  she  read  the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Committee. 
(See  minutes.) 

Dr.  Mary  Shannon  spoke  in  most  complimentary  terms  of  the  largje 
number  of  young  women  who  were  Conference  officers,  who  attended 
Conference  sessions  and  who  had  taken  part  on  the  programs. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Gibson  graciously  extended  an  invitation  from  the  Monroe 
Womans’  Society  of  Christian  Service,  to  have  the  Conference  meet 
with  them  in  1943.  The  Conference  voted  unanimously  to  accept  the 
Monroe  invitation,  with  thanks  and  appreciation. 

Rev.  Lawton  was  called  to  the  platform,  and  closed  the  second  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Woman’s  Conference,  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  with  prayer.

THE  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

It  was  with  a great  deal  of  deliberation,  meditation  and  prayer  that 
the  theme  for  this  Conference  was  chosen.  A number  of  themes  were  con- 
sidered carefully,  but  almost  at  one  time,  with  one  accord,  the  committee 
agreed  that  the  theme  for  the  1942  Conference  should  be  “FOR  CHRIST- 
IANS, THE  ONLY  WAY  IS  FORWARD.” 

And  as  this  decision  was  made,  we  were  in  no  way  minimizing  the  trag- 
ic world  situation  in  which  we  find  ourselves  at  this  hour,  nor  the  be- 
wildering confusion  of  the  peoples  of  every  land  and  race,  nor  human  suf- 
fering which  at  this  hour  seems  to  have  reached  its  greatest  height.  But, 
we  do  know,  that  throughout  human  history,  over  and  over  again,  it  has 
been  in  times  of  darkness,  persecution,  calamity  and  evil,  that  the  Church 
of  God  has  made  its  greatest  forward  strides.  This  has  been  one  of  the 
paradoxes  of  the  ages  and  it  will  be  the  paradox  of  1942. 

And  so  from  this  opening  session  of  our  Conference,  at  its  very 
close,  one  thought  shall  predominate  “FOR  CHRISTIANS  THE  ONLY 
WAY  IS  FORWARD.” 

Christian  leaders  everywhere  are  thinking  along  this  very  line.  Dr.  Stan- 
ley Jones  wrote  just  recently  “the  only  way  to  meet  the  tragedy  of  this 
hour  in  the  world  is  to  decide  to  go  thro’  it  and  beyond  it  by  planning 
a forward  movement  at  the  time  of  deepest  tragedy.  Christians  are  people 
who  are  at  their  best  when  things  are  at  their  worst.  Our  answer  then 
to  the  defeatism  of  this  hour  is  a forward  movement  all  along  the  line.” 
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Our  Christian  brothers  across  the  sea  are  thinking  in  the  same  terms 
for  the  president  of  the  British  Methodist  Conference  has,  just  this  past 
month,  sent  out  this  astounding  message — “We  British  Methodists  are 
convinced  that  the  time  has  come  for  a new  forward  movement  and  we 
have  planned  it  with  three  objectives : the  intensification  of  the  spiritual 
in  our  personal  lives,  the  application  of  principles  to  our  national  life,  and 
the  establishment  of  a world  order  based  on  the  foundations  of  the  Christian 
ethic  and  spirit.”  Then,  he  adds  “the  response  has  already  exceeded  ex- 
pectations. There  are  signs  of  an  awakening  in  cities  and  towns  and  villag- 
es. Quietly,  but  effectively,  the  Methodist  Church  is  becoming  the  Church 
Militant  in  order  that  it  may  become  the  Church  Triumphant.”  A great 
forward  movementin  in  British  Methodism  ? — Certainly  this  is  a paradox 
of  1942. 

Even  in  the  latest  reports  that  have  come  to  us  from  our  war  torn 
Mission  fields,  there  is  no  note  of  pessimism  or  defeatism. 

We  know  this  past  year  has  been  a tragic  one  for  Missions.  We  know 
that  our  missionaries  have  been  withdrawn  from  Japan,  Korea  and  occu- 
pied China.  We  know  that  Singapore  and  Java  have  fallen — that  the  Ma- 
lay Peninsula  and  the  Philippine  Islands  are  in  Japanese  hands. 

And  yet  the  Board  of  Missions  reports  that  everyone  of  our  mission- 
aries is  physically  safe. 

Every  returned  missionary  that  we  heard  at  the  Jurisdictional  Meet- 
ing had  the  same  message — “Christianity  will  live  in  Japan,”  “Christianity 
will  not  die  in  Korea,”  “Christianity  is  there  to  stay  in  China.” 

Bishop  Lee,  just  as  he  and  other  missionaries  left  Singapore,  cabled 
the  Board  of  Missions  and  said,  “adjustments  have  been  made  for  emer- 
gencies. Missionary  responsibility  has  been  delegated  to  nationals.”  They 
all  tell  us  that  Christianity  has  been  so  deeply  rooted  that  a national  lead- 
ership has  been  developed  that  is  fully  capable  of  earrying  on.  Who 
knows  but  that  Christianity  will  spread  in  1942  as  it  did  in  the  first  centu- 
ry under  the  persecution  of  Nero. 

At  the  very  moment  that  missionaries  were  being  withdrawn  from 
Japan,  Christianity  was  taking  its  most  forward  step  and  the  Christian 
Church  of  Japan  was  being  founded.  Dr.  Diffendorfer  says  “Christianity 
did  not  die  in  Japan  on  December  7th — tho’  the  Christian  Church  in  Japan 
today  is  a minority  group  it  still  lives  and  serves  suffering  men  and  women 
and  children. 

And  we  must  remember  that  in  most  of  the  world,  the  missionary  pro- 
gram goes  on  undisturbed.  Over  three-fourths  of  the  Methodist  Mission 
fields  around  the  world  are  still  untouched  by  actual  warfare.  Methodist 
missionaries  are  going  about  their  regular  work  without  interference  today  in 
India,  in  the  Belgian  Congo,  in  Rhodesia,  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 
in  Angela,  in  Mexico  and  Liberia. 
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Bishop  Holt  just  returning  from  South  America  says,  “This  is  the 
Church’s  greatest  hour  in  Latin  America.”  We  know  that  the  two  Ameri- 
cas are  growing  together  by  common  destiny  and  a unique  opportunity  for 
Christian  work  presents  itself  there  at  this  time. 

Those  in  authority  tell  us,  that  as  work  is  closed  in  war  areas,  that 
missionary  money  and  man  power  will  be  concentrated  in  Latin  America. 

I have  been  most  interested  in  a report  from  one  of  our  young  mission- 
aries who  has  just  returned  from  Malaya.  He  had  not  wanted  to  leave  but 
was  ordered  out  by  his  bishop.  At  the  Board  of  Missions,  they  said,  he 
radiated  confidence  that  all  things  would  work  together  for  good.  He  was 
heard  to  say,  only  a few  weeks  ago — “there  is  no  blackout  of  the  Church 
in  Malaya.  Methodism  will  emerge  from  this  trial  stronger  than  ever 
before.  Some  of  the  best  examples  of  Christian  living  I have  ever  witnessed 
have  been  seen  in  our  Churches  there.  They  will  never  allow  the  Light 
of  the  World  to  be  blacked  out.” 

Another  paradox  of  1942  is  the  growing  hunger  for  the  Bible  all 
around  the  world.  The  American  Bible  Society  reports  that  appeals  for 
Bibles  are  coming  from  all  over  the  world — must  faster  than  they  can  sup)- 
ply  the  demand.  One  of  the  most  appealing  of  all  the  calls  for  Bibles  was 
from  the  Finnish  Society,  for  they  are  supplying  the  Russian  prisoners  of 
war,  with  the  Book.  These  are  the  men  who  have  been  forbidden  to  read 
the  Bible  in  their  own  country,  and  now  for  the  first  time,  thousands  of  them 
are  receiving  it  in  their  internment  camps. 

With  such  signs  of  promise  from  other  lands,  can  we,  even  in  this  dark 
hour,  take  a defeatist’s  attitude?  Bishop  Arthur  Moore  has  said — “To  re- 
treat in  such  an  hour  as  this,  would  be  a betrayal  of  all  those  heroic  men 
and  sacrificial  women  who  have  gone  on  ahead.” 

So,  it  is  well,  that  we  look  to  our  own  ways  and. say  “FOR  CHRIST- 
IANS, THE  ONLY  WAY  IS  FORWARD,”  In  the  work  of  this  Confer- 
ence. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  challenge  that  comes  to  us  just  now  is  our  work 
with  youth.  It  is  now  our  privilege  to  work  with  the  girls  and  youngj  wo- 
men of  our  Churches,  those  who  formerly  have  had  no  contacts  with  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  Unified  Plan  for  the  missionary 
education  of  youth  has  just  recently  been  launched  and  now  is  the  time 
for  us  to  train  our  girls  and  young  women  for  future  leadership  in  wo- 
man’s work.  “Forward  in  Youth  Work”  should  be  one  of  the  goals  for  this 
year.  • 

We  are  also  pioneering  in  Student  Work.  The  new  set  up  calls  for  mis- 
sionary women  to  be  on  the  alert  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  present  day  col- 
lege students,  to  capture  them  for  the  Church  and  to  instruct  them  and 
interest  them  in  this  great  world  program  of  Christian  Missions.  Just  re- 
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cently  I read  this  amazing  headline  in  one  of  our  large  city  newspapers — ■ 
“Relig)ion  is  making  a comeback  on  the  college  campus.”  Is  the  Church 
ready  to  meet  this  challenge?  We,  as  Christian  women,  dare  not  miss  the  op- 
portunity that  is  ours  just  now.  Upon  the  student  secretary  in  each  Wo- 
man’s Society  now  rests  a new  obligation — that  of  assuming  some  spiritual 
responsibility  for  our  young  people  engaged  in  defense  work.  She  who  has 
been  privileged  to  work  with  our  college  students  must  now  also  work  with 
those  so  suddenly  uprooted  from  the  homes  and  torn  from  their  hopes  and 
aspirations  and  plunged  into  a world  of  war  and  strife.  Surely  every  So- 
ciety in  this  Conference  will  want  to  have  a part  in  helping  our,  boys  in 
uniform  to  maintain  their  morale  and  their  faith  in  a great  God  and  to 
say  to  them,  we  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  lead  to  a reconstruction  of  our 
world  based  on  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man. 

It  was  with  great  courage  and  faith  that  the  executive  committee  of 
this  Conference  pledged  to  the  Woman’s  Division  this  year,  a one  thous- 
and dollar  increase  in  our  giving.  As  we  discussed  this  all  important  mat- 
ter we  realized  that  all  of  us  would  be  called  upon  again  and  again  for 
money  for  war  time  activities  and  relief  work,  all  of  which  are  worth  while 
and  necessary  for  the  alleviation  of  suffering,  but  we  also  realized  the  im- 
portance of  our  continued  loyal  support  of  the  Church  and  its 
program  of  Christian  Missions.  These  are  our  sacred  responsibilities. 
Our  many  intstitutions  and  our  missionaries  on  the  fields  of  service  must 
not  suffer.  It  calls  for  genuine  sacrificial  service  and  giving  such  as  we 
have  never  known  before.  Tell  your  women  that  the  thousand  dollars 
increase  will  be  allocated  to  a study  grant  at  Scarritt  College  for  one 
of  our  ^^wn  Louisiana  daughters  who  will  prepare  herself  for  Christian 
service  and  to  MacDonell  School  who  is  so  keenly  feeling  at  this  time 
the  advanced  cost  of  living.  If  each  Society  will  take  its  proportionate 
part  in  this  increased  pledge,  it  will  not  work  a hardship  on  any  of  us. 
And,  as  we  think  of  missionary  women  of  other  lands  carrying  on  their 
work  under  such  difficult  situations,  we  say  again,  “for  us  the  only  way 
is  forward.” 

In  closing  let  me  say,  there  can  be  no  real  forward  movement  in 
our  Conference  in  a year  like  this,  without  a renewed  consecration  and 
a complete  dedication  to  the  task. 

When  men  are  perishing  on  battlefields,  when  women  and  children 
are  starving,  when  property  is  being  bombed  and  destroyed,  when  our 
democracy  is  being  threatened,  this  is  the  time  now  when  our  faith 
must  stand  forth  and  we  proclaim  it  to  the  world. 

The  telephone  companies  have  been  advertising  “Our  business  is 
not  as  usual.”  And  we  know  that  this  is  true  of  telephone  companies 
in  war  times.  But  we  know  also  that  it  is  profoundly  true  of  the  Church 
of  God  and  of  this  Conference.  If  we  are  to  keep  faith  with  a suffering 
world  there  will  be  much  more  business  than  usual  this  year. 
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We  heard  recently  of  an  incident  that  took  place  in  one  of  the  worst 
air  raids  experienced  by  the  city  of  London.  Those  who  were  watching 
on  saw  the  falling  bombs  and  the  spreading  fires  and  suddenly  saw  the 
great  frame  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  burst  forth  with  light.  It  looked  like 
a massive  flaming  torch.  At  first  it  was  feared  that  St.  Paul’s  was  on 
fire — but  that  was  not  so ! A large  bomb  in  bursting  jarred  the  central 
electric  light  switch  and  had  thrown  on  hundreds  of  ligjits  all  over  the 
vast  building.  At  the  darkest  hour,  with  destruction  and  human  suffering 
all  about — the  whole  church  blazed  forth  with  light ! 

So  in  this  time  of  the  world’s  greatest  need,  and  the  world’s  darkest 
hour,  the  individual  Christian  and  the  Church,  made  up  of  individual 
Christians,  must  send  forth  the  light  of  the  gospel  message  of  love  and 
peace  and  good-will. 

Let  us  remember  that  Jesus,  not  only  said  “I  am  the  light  of  the 
World,”  but  He  also  said  “Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.” 

This  is  our  gjreatest  chance  and  opportunity.  ' - 


REPORT  (OF  CONFERENCE  VICE-PRESIDENT 

The  Vice  President  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  is  charged  with  three  specific  duties.  First,  to 
actively  aid  in  advancing  the  work  of  the  Conference.  Second,  to  pro- 
mote the  program  of  Special  Memberships  and  Third,  to  promote  the 
program  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  These  have  been 
given  first  claim  on  my  time  and  best  efforts. 

Toward  advancing  the  Conference  work,  I have  attended  the  fol- 
lowing : The  Executive  Meeting  and  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  at  McDonell 
Mission  School,  The  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah,  The  Pastor’s 
School  at  Centenary  College,  the  meetings  of  the  Monroe  District  Deac- 
oness Advisory  Committee  Zone  meetings  both  in  my  own  zone  and  in 
the  Alexandria  District,  Monroe  District  meeting  and  finally  the  Jur- 
isdictional Meeting  in  Oklahoma  City. 

Toward  promoting.  Special  Membership  I have  sent  out  letters 
quarterly  attempting  to  increase  interest  in  this  line  of  giving.  I have 
written  an  article  on  Special  Memberships  for  the  Conference  News  and 
have  sent  two  articles  for  publication  to  the  New  Orleans  Advocate.

Toward  advancing  the  program  of  World  Federation,  which  was  a 
new  duty  and  a new  program  for  our  conference,  I have  sent  out  two 
letters  to  Vice  Presidents  attempting  to  acquaint  them  with  this  new 
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movement  and  to  create  intei'est  in  it.  I have  written  one  article  for  the 
Conference  News  and  another  for  the  New  Orleans  Advocate  promoting 

it. 

Locally  I have,  as  have  all  of  you,  given  of  my  time  in  my  own 
Society  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  have  gone  to  neighboring  towns 
to  give  reports  of  various  meetings  attended.

REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  SECRETARY 

Paul’s  expression  “For  are  labourers  together  with  God”  fitly 
describes  the  spirit  of  cooperation  in  which  the  women  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  have  worked  together  in  the  first  full  year  of  the  W.  S.  G.  S. 
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Encouraging  reports  came  in  from  most  all  Societies  and  we  feel 
1942  will  be  a year  of  greater  efficiency  now  that  we  have  a better 
understanding!  of  the  new  phases  of  our  work. 

Too  much  stress  and  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon  the  part  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  and  Zone  leaders  play  in  the  Organization  and  Pro- 
motion set-up.  Besides  promoting  finances  which  is  no  small  part  of  their 
work,  they  help  to  promote  the  unfinished  task  of  Organization  of  which 
you  will  hear  a great  deal  this  year.  This  Organization  task  means  a 
W.  S.  C.  S.  in  every  church  within  our  Conference.  Therefore,  a 100% 
Organization  is  one  of  the  goals  for  our  department  this  year.  The  Dis- 
trict S'ecretaries  and  Zone  leaders  also  help  to  advance  every  department 
of  work  by  using  every  means  at  hand,  such  as  appearing  as  guest  speakers, 
letter  writing,  giving  advice  and  counsel,  and  presenting  the  different 
departments  of  work  on  District  and  Zone  programs.  Reports  are  re- 
quired of  them  pertaining  to  all  the  work  done  in  the  local  Societies. 
Therefore  they  must  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  every  phase  of  the 
work  done  by  all  departments. 

I should  now  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  poster,  the  “Big 
Chain”.  Our  ConfeCence  pledge  was  $33,000.00  and  we  paid  $35,888.97, 
No  chain  is  stronger  than  its  weakest  link.  Each  of  the  seven  Districts 
is  represented  by  the  large  links,  the  small  links  represent  the  individual 
Societies  all  held  together  by  the  Methodist  Church,  for  together  we 
stand,  divided  we  fall.  If  only  one  Society  is  a weak  link  in  our  chain 
and  fails  to  do  its  part,  fails  to  pay  its  pledge,  fails  to  report,  it  weakens 
the  entire  chain  of  Societies  throughout  the  Conference,  Jurisdiction,  and 
Division.  It  is  very  difficult  to  know  where  we  stand  unless  every  Society- 
reports.  Let  us  set  a new  high  standard  for  1942  with  every  Society  in 
the  Conference  reporting  every  quarter. 

It  was  my  happy  privilege  again  last  year  to  have  the  opportunity 
to  attend  the  Missionary  Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  with  several  Dis- 
trict Secretaries  and  other  Conference  officers,  eleven  in  all. 

It  is  gratifying  and  encouraging  to  know  a goodly  number  of  our 
women  attended  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  in  Shreveport  last 
June  and  that  an  uplifting  Spiritual  Life  Retreat  was  held  in  October 
at  the  MacDonell  School  in  Houma  with  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexander  as  our 
inspirational  gjuest  speaker. 

Study  Leaders  Institutes  and  Officers  Training  Days  were  held  in 
each  District  with  a Team  or  Corp  of  Conference  officers  giving  the 
information  and  a great  deal  of  inspiration. 

Facts  and  figures  are  usually  dull,  lifeless,  and  uninteresting,  but 
when  they  are  used  to  measure  the  sacrifices  and  labors  of  Christian 
women  they  seem  to  take  on  new  life  and  meaning. 
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Under  directed  funds  our  Conference  supported  four  Missionaries, 
four  Bible  Women,  four  Foreign  Scholarships,  four  Budget  Specials,  six 
Deaconesses,  three  of  whom  are  Student  counselors,  one  Scarritt,  and 
thirty-three  Houma  Scholarships. 

Our  number  of  Societies  and  Memberships  decreased  somewhat  owing 
to  the  fact  that  some  Charter  Societies  and  members  dropped  out  some- 
where along  the  way.  It  is  our  task  this  year  to  gjo  out  as  the  Master 
said,  “In  the  highways  and  byways”  and  find  those  women.  The  W.  S. 
needs  every  church  woman  and  eVery  church  woman  needs  the  W.  S.  C.  S. 
We  have  262  Societies  with  10,360  members. 

We  have  had  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  Societies  ob- 
serving the  Week  of  Prayer,  Spiritual  Life  Groups,  Mission  Bible  and 
C.  S.  R.  studies,  Life  members.  Supply  work,  and  the  number  achieving 
the  Efficiency  Aims. 

While  the  new  phases  of  our  work  such  as  Student  Work  and 
Young  Women  and  Girls’  Work  is  better  understood  today  than  it  was 
a year  ago,  we  feel  that  in  this  work  we  shall  go  forward  as  a mountaineer 
once  said,  “You  can’t  go  back  to  where  you  ain’t  never  been.” 

As  the  dark  clouds  o.f  war  are  hanging  heavily  over  us,  may  we  as 
a band  of  Christian  women  go  into  our  quiet  hour  each  day  and  there 
let  God  speak  to  us  thru  our  best  thoughts,  our  clearest  spiritual  vision, 
our  finest  conscience. 

The  lure  of  high  ideals,  the  demands  of  friendship,  the  suggestions 
of  good  books,  the  calls  to  service  every  noble  impulse  are  all  the  ap- 
proach of  God  to  us.  Jesus  said  if  any  man  would  follow  me — let  him 
deny  himself  and  take  up  his  cross  daily.  Each  person  in  the  living  of 
these  days  is  being  tried  and  tested.  As  Mrs.  Sexton  said  at  the  Juris- 
diction, “May  we  let  our  candles  burn,  making  holes  in  the  darkness 
round  about.” 

As  in  Emerson’s  parable  of  the  mountain  and  the  squirrel,  we  should 
not  become  discouraged  by  some  other  person’s  excellence,  but  we  should 
say  as  the  squirrel  did  to  the  mountain,  “If  I cannot  carry  forests  on 
my  back,  neither  can  you  crack  a nut.” 

Every  work  for  Jesus  will  be  blest. 

But  He  asks  from  every  one  his  best. 

Our  talents  may  be  few 
They  may  be  small. 

But  unto  Him  is  due  our  best,  our  all.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  COMMITTEE  — ORGANIZATION  AND 

PROMOTION 

We  recommend  : 

The  report  of  all  officers  of  local  societies  be  made  out  at  the  last 
Executive  Committee  meeting  of  the  quarter,  and  that  the  report  of 
Corresponding  Secretaries  be  sent  to  the  District  Secretary,  the  other 
reports  to  go  to  the  corresponding  Conference  officer  by  the  first  day 
of  the  month.  District  Secretaries  are  to  report  to  the  Conference  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  by  the  tenth.  Conference  officers  will  report  to  the 
corresponding  Jurisdictional  and  Divisional  officers  by  the  fifteenth. 

As  all  Woman’s  Societies  are  connectional  organizations  we  recommed 
at  each  monthly  program  meeting  the  use  of  the  program  material 
prepared  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service,  namely,  “For 
The  Facing  of  This  Hour”,  price  20c  j Worship  Service,  price  10c;  set 
of  pictures,  price  50c.  These  are  obtained  from  Literature  Headquarters, 
420  Plum  Street,  Cincinatti,  Ohio  ; also  related  articles  in  The  Methodist 
Woman  and  The  World  Outlook. 

That  in  order  to  acquaint  the  women  with  the  workers,  and  the 
fields  and  types  of  work,  missionaries  and  deaconesses  be  invited  to 
appear  on  local  zone,  district  and  conference  programs  whenever  and 
wherever  possible. 

That  all  societies  make  an  earnest  attempt  to  attain  the  standards  of 
the  Efficiency  Aims,  checking  monthly  on  the  progress  made. 

That  in  the  promotion  of  finances  special  attention  be  directed  to 
securing  Life  memberships.  Honorary  junior  memberships,  Honorary 
baby  memberships  and  Memorial  memberships. 

That  a District  meeting  following  the  annual  conference,  a study 
leaders  institute  in  September,  an  officers  Training  Day  the  first  week 
in  December  be  held  in  each  district.  Owing  to  the  tire  and  automobile 
situation  created  by  the  war,  we  recommend  that  Zone  meetings  be  left 


to  the  discretion  of  Zone  leaders  and  District  Secretaries.

CULTIVATION  AND  PROMOTION  FOR  FURTHERING  WORLD 

FEDERATION 

Realizing  the  urgency  of  strengthening  a Christian  bond  of  union 
between  the  nations  of  the  world,  we  recommend  : 

1.  That  the  five  major  points  of  emphasis  as  outlined  by  the  standing 
committee  of  the  Division  on  World  Federation  be  accepted  and  promoted 
by  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Namely : 

a.  The  wide  use  of  the  prayer  card. 

b.  A federation  poster  from  each  local  society. 

c.  Fine  presentation  of  the  December  program  to  be  found  in 
For  The  Facing  of  This  Hour. 

d.  Federation  Fuel,  items  of  information  and  interest  regarding 
World  Federation,  presented  widely  at  meetings. 

e.  A world  Federation  scrap  book  prepared  by  each  Conference 
Vice-President  to  display  and  use  as  talking  points  at  Con- 
ference, District  and  Zone  meetings. 

2.  That  each  district  secretary'  carry  a message  regarding  the  fed- 
eration work  in  her  letters  in  the  local  societies,  emphasing  especially  the 
first  three  points. 

3.  That  the  District  Secretaries  and  Zone  Leaders  be  responsible  for 
presenting  “federation  fuel”  in  their  respective  areas. 

4.  That  posters  be  displayed  at  local  Zone  and  District  meeting 
and  a selection  made  to  send  to  Conference  and  finally  to  Jurisdictional 
meetings. 


SPECIAL  MEMBERSHIPS 

1.  That  since  heavier  responsibility  has  been  placed  on  the  Vice- 
Presidents  of  local  societies  and  since  it  is  vitally  important  that  District 
Secretaries  have  complete  mailing  lists  of  these  officers,  we  recommend 
that  presidents  of  all  societies  see  that  the  name  of  their  vice-president  be 
sent  to  the  District  Secretary  along  with  the  other  officers. 

2.  That  in  order  to  keep  in  touch  with  what  work  is  being  done 
to  further  the  program  of  both  World  Federation  of  Methodist  women 
and  Special  Memberships  that  quarterly  reports  be  mailed  to  the  Con- 
ference Vice-President  from  Local  Vice-Presidents. 

That  we  list  the  following  specific  duties  of  the  vice-president  of 
the  local  societies  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  since  other  duties  than  these 
listed  in  the  revised  guide  are  required  in  this  conference. 

a.  Perform  all  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

b.  Serve  as  chairman  of  the  program  committee. 

c.  Be  responsible  for  the  securing  of  special  memberships. 

d.  Actively  advance  the  program  of  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women,  emphasizing  the  five  major  points  proposed  by  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women.

REPORT  OF  TREASURER 

As  perhaps  you  all  know,  I am  giving  up  the  office  of  Treasurer. 
It  is  with  real  regret  that  I do  so,  for  I shall  certainly  miss  the  joy 
and  privilege  that  has  been  mine.  I do  thank  you  each  one  for  this  privilege. 
I have  made  such  dear  friends,  many  of  whom  I would  have  never 
known  otherwise.  The  contacts  I have  had  with  the  workers  in  God’s 
kingdom  has  meant  much  to  me. 

I thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  love.  ‘ 

Now  I am  going  to  give  you  a few  highlights  of  the  work  of  the 
past  22  years. 

As  you  know,  I was  elected  to  office  in  1920.  Mrs.  C.  F.  Niebergall 
was  president ; Mrs.  A.  P.  Holt,  corresponding  secretary ; Mrs.  Geo. 
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Brown,  recording  secretary ; Mrs.  W.  T.  Cunningham,  Mission  study ; etc. 
Officers  come  and  officers  go  but  I go  on,  not  forever  as  Tennyson’s 
brook,  but  for  twenty-two  years.  In  1920  we  did  not  have  four  thousand 
members,  our  goal  for  year  was  $25,000.00,  which  we  did  not  reach  until 
1923.  In  that  year  the  campaign  for  the  Belle  Bennett  Memorial  was 
begun.  The  last  of  that  was  paid  in  1926  which  amounted  over  the  four 
years  to  $22,190.70.  Our  pledge  kept  increasing  until  1930  when  it 
was  $37,000.00.  We  overpaid  that  $1,851.00.  Then  the  depression  struck, 
we  kept  decreasing  our  pledge  and  falling  behind  until  1934  our  pledge 
had  fallen  to  $25,000.00.  Again,  with  over  five  thousand  members. 

In  1936  we  overpaid  the  $25,000.00  pledge  by  $10.00,  but  beginning 
with  that  little  increase  we  have  advanced  steadily  but  surely  until  we 
have  reached  $31,000.00,  with  more  than  ten  thousand  members. 

Our  per  capita  is  not  nearly  as  large  as  it  was.  With  four  thousand 
members  we  raised  in  one  year  over  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  with  ten 
thousand  members  it  is  hard  for  us  to  meet  a pledge  of  $31,000.00.  Let 
us  hope  that  we  may  feel  the  necessity  for  a deeper  consecration  during 
this  distressful  time  and  be  willing  to  give  of  ourselves  and  our  ineans 
more  fully. 

Again  I thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  Service  I have  had  during 
these  years,  and  assuring  you  that  I still  intend  to  serve  wherever  God 
can  use  me. 

Now  I will  give  you  a very  fine  report  of  which  I am  very  proud.

CHILDREN’S  DIVISION 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  CHILDREN’S  WORK 

The  statistical  report  below  is  misleading.  These  figures  represent 
only  those  churches  reporting.  Since  the  missionary  education  of  children 
is  promoted  through  the  Church  School  and  additional  sessions,  all 
children  attending  churches  using  Methodist  literature  get  some  kind 
of  missionary  education.  The  last  quarter  of  1940  only  43  churches 
reported,  but  in  June  of  1941,  83  churches  reported,  so  we  are  making 
progress. 

Those  churches  reporting  list  number  of  activities  with  the  children, 
which  develop  in  them  attitudes  of  appreciation,  tolerance,  active  good- 
will and  helpful  service.  A large  number  of  children  have  sent  money 
for  China  Relief,  boxes  to  our  settlement  homes,  shared  gifts  with  other 
racial  groups  in  their  town  and  enjoyed  games,  foods,  songs  and  stories 
of  other  countries. 

Some  few  churches  report  work  with  the  parents.  Home  life  is  the 
guiding  factor  for  the  pre-school  child,  so  our  church  is  providing  courses 
for  parents.  Christian  homes  are  our  greatest  defense.  We  need  the 
Christian  family  to  restore  Peace. 

Seventy-four  training  courses  have  been  taken  by  Children  workers  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  “Fellowship  of  Study”  offers  additional  ways  for  training. 

More  and  more  churches  are  reporting  additional  sessions,  especially 
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during  the  time  the  Church  School  lessons  are  missionary.  This  is  a 
hopeful  sign. 

We  are  teaching  the  children  who  must  tell  the  world  of  Christ.  Lets 
accept  the  moments  challenge  with  gratitude.  Children  need  Christians 
with  spiritual  poise  to  give  them  a feeling  of  security  in  these  times  of 
so  many  reverses.  Let’s  strive  to  deepen  our  own  convictions  about  God 
as  Father  and  renew  our  loyalty  to  the  whole  world  family.

RECOMMENDATIONS  CONCERNING  CHILDREN’S  WORK 
Local  Work 

A.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  promote  the  unified  plan 
throughout  the  church  school  year  1942-43,  in  accordance  with  plans 
outlined  in  the  leaflet  The  Plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Chil|dren 
in  the  Methodist  Church,  under  the  direction  of  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Children’s  work. 

B.  That  a Secretary  of  Children’s  work  be  elected  by  every  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  preferably  a rtgular  teacher  in  the  primary 
or  junior  department  of  the  church  school,  and  that  she  be  elected  with 
the  view  of  retaining  office  longer  than  one  year. 

C.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  work  attend  regularly  the 
Council  of  Children’s  workers  in  the  local  church. 

D.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  work  study  especially  the 
missionary  units  found  in  the  Closely  Graded  Church  School  Courses, 
in  the  Group  Graded  Lessons  and  in  the  materials  for  additional  sessions. 
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That  she  plan  together  with  the  Council  of  Children’s  workers  to 
enrich  those  units  with  the  best  available  resource  material  in  the  area 
of  missionary  education. 

E.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  work,  working  through  the  Council 
of  Children’s  workers,  encourage  the  formation  of  additional  sessions  of 
the  Church  School  and  the  division  of  offerings  in  the  additional  sessions 
according  to  the  plans  outlined  in  the  leaflet.  The  Plan  for  Missionary 
Education  of  Children  in  the  Methodist  Church,  page  13. 

F.  That,  in  cooperation  with  other  groups  concerned,  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service,  working  through  the  Secretary  of  Children’s 
work,  help  to  provide  opportunities  in  the  area  of  missionary  education 
for  fathers  and  mothers  by : 

(1)  The  study  of  approved  courses  such  as  Creating  Friendly  Atti- 
tudes Through  the  Home,  by  Grace  McGavran,  or  other  courses  pro- 
vided in  The  Christian  Home. 

2.  Or  where  such  courses  are  not  used,  by  arranging  to  have  during 
the  year  at  least  two  discussions  of  programs  for  parents  concerning  op- 
portunities for  missionary  education  in  the  home. 

G.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  when  possible,  enroll 
in  “The  Fellowship  of  Study”  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education 
of  her  conference. 

H.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  attend  district  and  zone 
meetings,  training  schools  and  all  meetings  of  Children’s  Workers  in  the 
local  church. 

I.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  interpret  the  work  being 
done  with  children  in  the  local  church  to  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service,  and  secure  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  Society 
in  this  work. 

J.  That  the  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work  be  urged  to  use  the  quarterly 
report  blanks  provided  for  them  in  the  Record  and  Report  Book  of  the 
Local  Society.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  YOUNG  WOMEN’S  AND  GIRLS’ 

WORK 

You  will  recall  that  this  department  did  not  begin  its  work  until 
September,  1941. 

Unified  Plans  for  the  Missionary  Education  of  Youth  were  sent  out  in 
June  and  your  secretary  attended  the  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah 
in  July  for  further  instruction.  We  were  told  to  begin  organizing  Methodist 
Youth  Fellowships  early  in  October. 

Implicit  in  the  Unified  plan  for  Missionary  Education  of  Methodist 
Youth  is  the  preservation  of  contacts  between  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  and  the  girls  and  young  women  of  the  church.  This 
is  important.  For  the  sake  of  the  future  membership  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service  the  young  women  should  become  acquainted 
with  this  organization  and  the  projects  supported  by  Methodist  women. 
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Supply  Work ; The  Interest  Groups  may  send  supplies  to  the  Insti- 
tutions designated  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service.  The 
Conference  Secretary  of  Supplies  will  furnish  groups  with  lists  of  needs. 
This  can  be  done  by  organizing  Interest  Groups  who  will  make  a study 
of  this  work.  An  attractive  booklet  “Channels  of  Actions”,  containing 
monthly  progframs,  has  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  these  groups. 

Methodist  Youth  F uii|d : A pledge  for  Missions  should  be  made  by 
each  member  of  the  Youth  Division  in  the  local  church,  to  be  paid  weekly 
or  monthly.  The  money  is  turned  over  to  the  Youth  Treasurer  who 
divides  this  money  at  the  end  of  each  month — 50%  is  turned  over  to 
the  local  treasurer  of  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  who  marks 
it  Methodist  Youth  Fund  and  sends  it  on  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 
The  other  50%  is  turned  in  as  World  Comradship  Funds  and  sent  on 
to  Treasurer  of  Annual  Conference,  Rev.  R.  W.  Vaughn,  Ruston,  La. 

Pledge  cards  for  individual  pledges  and  cards  for  department  pledges 
may  be  ordered  from  Youth  Department,  810  Broadway,  Nashville,  Tenn.

The  Youth  of  our  local  church  have  a definite  share  in  certain  pro- 
.jects  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  our  50%  share  of  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  will  be  used  to  help  in  maintaining  this  work  (see  April 
issue  of  “THE  METHODIST  WOMAN”,  page  24-25  for  list  of  in- 
stitutions.) (April  issue  of  “WORLD  OUTLOOK”  for  additional  in- 
formation.) 

Let  us  use  every  opportunity  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  our  young, 
people  in  the  cause  of  Missions  and  seek  to  educate  them  in  giving  as  part 
of  the  total  Christian  educational  program  of  our  church. 

Just  six  months  ago  this  work  was  begun,  and  incomplete  and  inade- 
quate as  this  report  necessarily  must  be,  we  feel  that  we  have  made  a 
beginning.  Already  encouraging  reports  are  coming  in  telling  of  new 
plans  which  show  great  enthusiasm  for  the  work.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 

We  have  come  to  the  end  of  our  first  complete  year  of  Student 
Work  in  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Not  all  that  we  hoped  for  has  come  to 
pass,  but  as  we  look  back  to  our  beginning,  we  realize  that  the  foundation 
has  been  laid.  Interest  is  growing,  and  as  we  face  this  difficult  year,  we 
feel  that  herein  lies  a great  mission  field. 

There  are  seventeen  hundred  and  nine  colleges  in  America.  Four 
hundred  of  these  are  served  by  the  Methodist  Church.  Thirteen  hundred 
and  nine  are  open  for  the  cultivation  of  Methodist  Students. 

Our  boys  and  girls  of  student  age  are  being  affected  more  than  any 
other  group  by  the  war.  They  are  uprooted,  they  are  the  ones  who  are 
being  called  into  service — they  have  no  present  and  no  future.  They 
are  wondering  what  to  do,  what  to  believe,  and  what  to  do  about  what 
they  believe. 

Throughout  all  of  this  experience  they  are  sure  of  one  thing — this 
shall  be  a better  world.  Their  suffering  shall  not  be  in  vain.  The  principles 
of  Jesus  Christ  shall  be  made  the  working  rules  of  the  new  order.  What 
a responsibility  we  have  to  them.  We  e.xpect  them  to  be  our  future  leaders 
in  the  church,  in  our  country,  on  our  mission  fields,  in  the  World  Re- 
construction program  of  tomorrow. 
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Murray  S.  Dickson,  a Methodist  youth,  was  chosen  from  the  Methodist 
Student  Conference  at  Urbana  to  give  a Watch  Night  address  to  the 
Conference  on  Ministerial  Training  at  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  Dec.  31, 
1941,  In  part  he  said,  “Methodist  youth  is  confused,  but  it  is  awakening, 
growing  into  a full  and  powerful  belief,  and  seeking  techniques  to  make 
that  belief  practical.  And  most  of  all  we  want  a principle,  a final  com- 
mitment which  is  high  enough  and  great  enough  to  challenge  the  best 
that  is  in  us,  which  is  more  powerful  than  any  army,  more  compre- 
hensive than  any  prejudice.  We  want  the  church  to  call  us  to  a loyalty 
higher  than  the  Nazi  loyalty  to  the  Fuehrer,  higher  than  the  democratic 
loyalty  to  the  flag.  We  want  you  to  preach  that  kind  of  Christianity  to 
us.  . . . In  the  years  ahead,  you,  the  leaders,  and  we,  the  youth,  must 
work  together  as  never  before.  As  youth  we  need  your  guidance,  your 
inspiration,  your  wisdom,  and  your  understanding.  As  adults  you  need 
our  zeal  and  courage.  We  want  to  work  with  you  to  make  the  church 
truly  God’s  agency.” 

The  local  society  secretaries  have  done  fine  work  this  year  both  for 
students  in  college,  and  for  boys  in  service  and  defense  industries.  Hun- 
dreds of  letters,  cards,  “Upper  Rooms”,  magazines,  cakes  and  candy  have 
gone  to  those  away  from  their  home  churches.  This  contact  will  reap 
geeat  benefit  in  years  to  come.  Many  entertainments  have  been  given 
for  students  leaving  and  returning  home.  Homes  of  all  Louisiana  Methodists 
have  been  opened  to  boys  in  service  wherever  they  are.  Secretaries  near 
campuses  have  cooperated  with  the  Campus  Church  Relations  Committee. 
Those  near  Camps  have  cooperated  with  the  U.  S.  O.  and  interdenomi- 
national groups  working  with  soldiers.  The  first  quarterly  reports  show 
that  a total  of  $122.00  was  given  to  the  Student  Program  by  local 
societies. 

Thirty  nine  attended  the  Quadrennial  Methodist  Student  Conference 
at  Urbana,  Illinois,  during  the  Christmas  Holidays.  Many  students  parti- 
cipated in  Camp  Conferences,  Caravans  and  Work  Camps  last  summer. 

attended  the  Leadership  Training  Conference 

in  Baldwin,  Kansas,  last  June. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  fine  work  of  our  Deaconess  on 
college  campuses — Miss  Mamiej  Chandler  at  Louisiana  State  Normal, 
Miss  Thelma  Hubbard  at  Louisiana  Tech  in  Ruston,  and  Miss  Betty 
Glasson  at  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute  in  Lafayette.  These  young 
women  are  keeping  the  Church  alive  for  students  who  are  away  from 
home.  They  strive  to  make  the  student  center  “a  home  away  from  home.” 
Let  us  help  them  by  sending  in  names  of  students  to  the  Secretary  by 
August.  They  need  to  meet  the  students  as  soon  as  they  arrive. 

We  shall  continue  to  promote  the  program  as  begun.  If  the  days  are 
difficult  we  shall  have  to  work  harder.  Remember,  aeroplanes  rise  against 
the  resistance  of  the  wind. 
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Let  us  continue  being  a friend  to  students,  be  sympathetic,  under- 
standing, a refuge  and  shelter  during  days  of  trouble.  A guide,  and 
inspiration  and  companion  during  the  days  of  joy  and  happiness. 


The  Committee  on  Student  Work  brings  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

I. 

1.  We  urge  that  each  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  the  Conference,  who  has  not  done  so,  immediately  elect  a Student 
Secretary. 

2.  That  the  local  Secretary  send  the  names  along  with  a letter  giving 
the  home  and  church  background  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  her  church 
who  are  attending  college  within  her  Conference  to  the  Conference 
Secretary,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Bogalusa,  La.  If  outside  the  state,  send 
these  names  to  Mrs.  Lenore  Porter,  150  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

3.  Keep  in  close  personal  touch  with  each  student  before  leaving 
home  and  while  on  the  campus. 

4.  Acquaint  the  student  with  the  student  work  on  the  campus  to 
which  they  are  gjoing. 

5.  All  Student  Secretaries  are  urged  to  become  familiar  with  the 
material  furnished. 

II. 

We  recognize  that  there  is  a great  opportunity  presented  to  our 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  to  render  a service  to  the  young 
men  and  women  who  leave  our  churches  to  go  into  camps  and  defense 
industries. 

1.  We  recommend  that  our  local  Student  Secretaries  keep  in  close 
personal  touch  with  the  young  men  and  women  of  our  churches  in  our 
camps  and  defense  areas.  The  names  of  these  young  people  who  leave 
her  own  church  to  go  into  defense  centers  within  her  own  conference 
be  sent  to  the  Conference  Secretary,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Pomeroy.  Those  outside 
to  Mrs.  Lenore  Porter,  150  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City. 

2.  That  the  local  Secretaries  order  introduction  cards  from  Literature 
Headquarters,  420  Plum  Street,  Cincinnatti,  Ohio,  and  give  one  to  each 
young  man  or  woman  who  are  going  into  camp  or  defense  areas. 

3.  We  urge  that  the  Student  Secretaries  in  close  cooperation  with 
the  Christian  Social  Relations  Committee  make  contacts  with  young  men 
and  women  in  nearby  camps  and  defense  areas.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

To  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  in  session, 
Ruston,  Louisiana,  April  14,  15,  16,  1942. 

The  Year  1941  has  brought  increased  opportunity  for  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  Whereas  a year  ago,  one  in  five  women  in  the  United 
States  left  home  each  morning  to  take  part  in  gainful  occupation,  govern- 
ment statistics  show  that  today  more  than  one  in  three  are  gainfully 
employed  and  the  proportion  is  steadily  increasingj. 

In  the  Louisiana  Conference  there  has  been  a steady  growth  in  the 
interest  of  the  Guild  program.  According  to  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
National  Guild  Secretary,  we  rank  fourth  among  the  ninteen  Conferences 
of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  both  in  number  of  Guilds  and  money 
paid  in.  Our  statistical  report,  as  of  December  31st,  is  as  follows:

Guilds  at  St.  Francisville  and  St.  Marks,  New  Orleans,  have  been 
disbanded.  Guilds  have  been  organized  since  January  1st  at  Jennings, 
Hammond ; Mangum  Memorial,  Shreveport ; Vivian,  St.  Joseph,  Plain 
Dealing,  Bernice  and  Leesville.  We  also  have  a Guild  “in  the  process’’ 
at  Elizabeth.  There  has  been  much  unavoidable  confusion  over  the 
handling  of  Guild  funds.  However,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year 
the  procedure  for  handling  Guild  Funds  was  clarified  by  the  National 
Guild  Secretary,  following  a meeting  pf  the  National  Guild  Standing 
Committee,  and  this  information  was  sent  out  to  all  Guilds  in  our  Con- 
ference by  your  Conference  Guild  secretary.  (Copy  of  letter  of  clarification 
attached  hereto.)  The  new  printed  report  blanks  for  Treasurers  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  each  Guild  Treasurer. 

In  accordance  with  the  Guild  constitutioti,  the  Conference  Guild 
Board  of  thirteen  members  is  being  succeeded  by  the  Conference  Guild 
Committee,  composed  of  the  Conference  Guild  Secretary,  one  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  member  from  each  district,  and  three  members  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  members  of  the  Guild  com- 
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mittee  will  assist  in  the  organization  and  promotion  of  the  work  of  the 
Guild  whenever  possible. 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  is  part  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  It  has  been  organized  to  give  the  employed  women  the 
same  privilegjes  of  study,  service  and  fellowship  as  are  enjoyed  by  the 
members  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  It  has  the  same 
purpose  and  program  as  the  Woman’s  Society.  It  supports  the  work  of 
the  Woman’s  Division  within  the  appropriation  and  contributes  to  the 
program  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  local  church  activities.  There- 
fore we  urge  the  cooperation  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
in  strengthening  the  Guild  work  in  Louisana  that  the  employed  women 
of  our  church  may  be  enlisted  in  the  building  of  a better  world.

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  BUDGET 

The  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Budget  is  not  included  in  the  budget 
of  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  two  together 
make  up  the  adult  woman’s  work  in  the  local  church.  (If  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  budget  is  $500  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild 
budgtet  is  $100,  the  pastor  reports  $600.) 

The  Guild  budget  is  included  in  district,  conference  and  jurisdiction 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  budgets. 

Any  employed  woman  may  become  a member  of  the  Guild  by  con- 
tributing prayer,  service,  and  gifts,  which  shall  include  the  annual  Guild 
Cultivation  Fund  of  25c  per  member  used  to  further  the  Guild  work  and 
divided  as  follows:  10c  to  be  used  by  the  local  unit;  6c  by  the  district 
6c  by  the  conference  ; and  3c  by  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Guild  has  no  treasurers  outside  of  the  local  unit.  The  pledges 
for  missions,  and  15c  per  member  of  Cultivation  Fund,  are  sent  through 
the  treasurer  of  the  local  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  (as  desig- 
nated by  local  unit)  to  the  Conference  W.S.C.S.  Treasurer. 

The  unit’s  pledge  for  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
activities  is  raised  and  expended  by  the  unit.  It  is  not  included  in  the 
apportionment.  Unless  so  voted  by  the  unit  it  does  not  go  to  the  local 
Woman’s  Society. 

The  Conference  Treasurer  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  after  consultation  with  the  Conference  Guild  Secretary,  was 
asked  to  send  direct  to  each  unit  the  apportionment  for  the  year  1942 
which  included  : 
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1.  Any  specials  paid  by  the  unit  in  1941  for  scholarships,  special 
gifts,  etc. 

2.  Money  designated  for  Guild  mission  projects,  approximating  the 
amounts  paid  by  the  unit  in  1941. 

The  unit  then  accepted  the  apportionment,  or  if  circumstances 
necessitated,  modified  it,  and  reported  to  the  district  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  Treasurer,  (where  there  is  one)  otherwise  to  the 
Conference  Woman’s  Society  treasurer. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

In  order  to  develop  and  strengthen  the  work  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  we  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations and  seek  the  cooperation  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service : 

1.  That  new  units  of  the  Guild  be  organized  where  there  are  a 
half  dozen  gainfully  employed  women,  in  order  to  give  them,  through 
the  Guild,  the  same  privileges  of  service,  study  and  fellowship,  that  the 
other  women  of  the  church  enjoy  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  - 

2.  That  every  Guild  be  urged  to  provide  officers  with  a copy  of 
the  Guild  Handbook  for  1942. 

3.  That  'each  Guild  be  urged  to  contribute  $1.00  or  more  annually 
for  the  purpose  of  sending  the  International  Journal  of  Religjious  Edu- 
cation to  mission  stations  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian  Service 
at  home  and  abroad.  (Send  money  through  the  regular  channels,  marked 
“For  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  International  Journal  of  Religious  Education 
Fund”.) 

4.  That  the  Guilds  familiarize  thems'elves  with  the  projects  of  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  by  the  use  of  Project  Pamphlets  presented  at 
this  regular  monthly  me'eting. 

5.  That  each  Guild  be  urged  to  subscribe  to  and  keep  a file  of  “THE 
METHODIST  WOMAN”  and  the“WORLD  OUTLOOK”  for  reference. 

6.  That  each  Guild  encourage  the  use  of  the  Upper  Room  and 
daily  recognize  “America’s  Prayer  Minute.” 

7.  That  each  Guild  make  a quarterly  division  and  payment  of  the 
budget  it  assumes. 

8.  That  plans  be  made  for  a Guild  Conference  or  Week-end  Retreat. 

9.  That  a Conference  Guild  Committee  be  set-up  in  accordance 
with  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  Constitution  j and  that  th'e  following 
members  be  appointed:

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS 
AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  cooperated  with  “Agencies 
working  toward  social  reform  and  the  development  of  a social  con- 
science.” The  nature  and  extent  of  this  cooperation  deserves  consideration 
in  our  report.  The  Department  gives  cooperation  in  some  organizations 
through  its  membership.  In  these  cases,  the  Secretary  receives  their  official 
publications  and  is  able  to  utilize  material  from  them  which  will  stimulate 
interest  in  our  common  objectives. 

In  some  organizations  the  Secretary  has  taken  an  active  part.  Con- 
siderable time  and  interest  have  been  given  to  stervice  on  the  Boards  of 
such  organizations  as  the  Crippled  Children’s  Clinic,  Juvenile  Protective 
Association,  Red  Cross,  Health  Units,  etc. 

Reports  from  the  local  Secretaries  show  the  result  of  co-operative 
activities  and  studies  in  increasing  reality  in  types  of  service.  This  has 
been  through  the  Secretaries,  who,  for  example,  have  spoken  before 
City  Councils,  have  written  letters  to  Senators  and  Representatives,  written 
articles  for  the  daily  press,  and  in  all  possible  ways  worked  in  the  interest 
of  greater  opportunities  for  the  Negro  race.  It  is  the  type  of  intensive 
work  that  brings  results. 

On  the  two  hundred  sixty-seven  societies,  only  one  hundred  sixty- 
three  reported  during  the  past  year.  Out  of  this  number  one  hundred 
qualified  for  the  Honor  Roll,  sending  reports  every  quarter  on  time.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL 
RELATIONS  AND  LOCAL  CHURCH  ACTIVITIES 

We  recommend ; 

1.  That  we  continue  to  emphasize  in  this  conference  three  areas 
of  interest  especially  pertinent  to  the  needs  of  Louisiana,  namely,  min- 
ority groups  and  interracial  cooperation,  Christian  Citizenship  and  the 
Christv-n  family.  It  is  recognized  that  major  emphasis  on  three  does  not 
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limit  the  society  to  study  and  action  in  these  three  areas  alone,  but  attention 
may  and  should  be  given  to  the  other  four  as  occasion  demands. 

2.  Recognizing  the  value  of  training,  we  recommend  that  the  local 
societies  urge  their  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local 
Church  Activities  to  attend  the  school  for  Christian  workers  in  Shreveport 
June  8-12.  Where  possible  with  financial  aid. 

3.  In  the  area  of  the  Local  Church  and  Community  Cooperation 

a.  That  Local  Church  women  adjacent  to  Defense  Communities 
and  Military  Encampments  meet  their  responsibility  for  providing 
wholesome  recreation  and  Christian  contact  for  individuals  and 
family  groups  in  these  areas. 

b.  That  following  a careful  study  of  its  own  neighborhood  each 
Society  should  inaugurate  ways  of  raising  the  general  standards  of 
community  life  and  strengthen  the  Christian  character  of  its  people. 
Each  Society  should  initiate  or  cooperate  in  the  promotion  of  at 
least  one  community  project  each  year. 

4.  In  the  area  of  Internatioal  Relations  and  World  Peace. 

a.  Orgjanize  Study  Courses  on  “Peace”. 

b.  Cooperate  with  the  community  studying  International  Re- 
lations and  World  Peace. 

c.  A careful  study  of  pending  legislation.  Support  such  bills  per- 
taining to  international  relations  and  World  Peace,  as  may  be  recom- 
mended by  this  department. 

5.  Economic  Relations 

a.  Societies  foster  programs  of  Study  on  Economic  aspect  of 
family  life,  on  Consumer  Education,  on  Problems  of  Family  Health, 
and  on  various  phases  of  the  home  economic  program. 

6.  Minority  Groups  and  Interracial  Cooperation. 

a.  That  local  societies  cooperate  with  the  Race  Relations  Depart- 
ment of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  in  the  celebration  of  Race  Re- 
lations Sunday  in  February,  World  Day  of  Prayer,  and  Brotherhood 
Week. 

b.  That  Local  Societies  cooperate  in  the  leadership  program  of  the 
Colored  Methodist  Church  serving  Negros  in  our  Conference,  especi- 
ally in  assisting  women  delegates  to  attend  training  school. 

7.  Christian  Citizenship. 

a.  That  a study  be  made  of  the  new  pamphlet  on  Christian 
, Citizenship  and  activities  be  promoted  growing  out  of  study. 

b.  That  careful  study  be  given  pending  legislation  and  support 
of  such  bills  pertaining  to  all  phases  of  Christian  citizenship  especially 
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those  bills  to  brought  before  our  State  Legislature  in  May. 

8.  Alcohol  and  Narcotics. 

a.  That  informational  programs  with  additional  Educational 
films  be  presented  in  communities  that  people  may  learn  what  alcohol 
s and  what  it  does. 

b.  That  requests  be  made  to  public  schools  that  they  teach 
Narcotic  education  for  safety,  health  and  efficiency,  in  correlation 
in  Science,  Biology,  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

c.  That  it  be  expressed  through  the  Church  by  securing  fre- 
quent mention  from  the  pulpit,  and  through  factual  material  pre- 
sented to  the  local  congregation  by  means  of  Church  bulletin  or 
bulletin  board. 

d.  That  we  support  and  commend  officers  who  'enforce  our 
present  laws  pertaining  to  liquor  and  in  those  communities  where 
elections  are  to  be  held  this  year  men  be  supported  for  office  who 
believe  in  abolition  of  alcohol  and  narcotics. 

9.  The  Christian  family 

a.  That  we  emphasize  the  plans,  programs  and  materials  pro- 
vided by  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  realm  of  the  Christian  home, 
in  the  presentation  when'ever  possible  of  such  material  in  study  groups, 
short  courses,  public  forums,  Sunday  School  classes  and  in  formal 
studies  in  the  Woman’s  Society  for  Christian  Service. 

Further  Recommei^dations 

Be  It  Resolved  that : 

We  protest  individually  and  as  Church  groups  agjainst  the  granting 
of  tire  priorities  for  beer  and  liquor  trucks  and  discriminating  against 
similar  grants  to  trucks  and  vehicles  bearing  essential  foods  such  as 
milk  and  bread. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  as  a Conference  and  as  Societies  we 
send  letters  of  protest  to  Mr.  Donald  Nelson  and  to  the  Federal  Rationing 
Agencies  responsible  for  this  policy. 

We  recommend  that : 

We  endorse  and  join  with  state  and  Child  Welfare  Groups  in 
sponsoring  State  bills  to  be  introduced  by  our  legislature  looking  toward 
the  wiping  out  of  Child  exploitation  through  undesirable  employment, 
including  the  employment  of  young  girls  in  establishments  selling  liquor 
for  consumption  on  the  premises  and  the  protection  of  migratory  and 
resident  children  employed  prematurely  in  our  state  agriculture.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

The  year  1941  has  been  a truly  busy  time  with  the  many  duties 
that  have  come  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications. 

“The  Conference  News”  has  continued  to  be  published  quarterly. 
Since  the  Charter  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  this  news  bulletin  has  been  issued.  Starting;  as  a mimeographed 
sheet,  it  has  within  the  past  year  grown  into  a full-fledged  printed  news 
bulletin.  The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  keep  the  societies  informed 
concerning  news  and  activities  of  the  Conference  and  to  serve  as  a 
liason  between  the  officers  and  the  societies.  As  Secretary  of  Literature 
and  Publications,  it  has  been  my  duty  to  serve  as  editor.  Mrs.  G.  J. 
Tinsley,  District  Secretary  of  the  Lake  Charles  District,  is  Associate 
Editor  and  the  value  of  her  services  has  been  inestimable. 

It  has  been  also  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Pub- 
lications to  edit  the  Woman’s  Page  in  the  New  Orleans  Christian  Ad- 
vocate. Early  this  year,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Metcalf  consented  to  be  the  Assisant 
Editor  and  her  contributions  have  added  great  interest  to  the  news 
articles  on  this  page. 

During  the  year,  2,180  pieces  of  literature  were  mailed  to  the 
societies  and  officers.  This  included  the  two  sets  of  program  material, 
pictures,  “The  Conference  News”,  etc. 

Our  1941  subscription  goals  for  both  the  “WORLD  OUTLOOK” 
antf  “THE  METHODIST  WOMAN”  were  1740.  Since  it  has  been  im- 
possible for  the  offices  of  these  magazines  to  furnish  us  a report  on  the 
total  number  of  subscribers  for  our  Conference,  and  since  our  society 
reports  have  been  incomplete,  we  do  not  know  whether  the  goal  has 
been  reached  or  not.  From  the  reports  the  record  showed  only  1,023 
subscribers  to  the  “METHODIST  WOMAN’’  and  1,045  subscribers  to 
the  ‘WORLD  OUTLOOK”,  but  I am  confident  that  if  the  reporting 
had  been  100%,  it  would  have  shown  many  more.  There  has  been  an 
ever  increasing  interest  in  “THE  METHODIST  WOMAN”,  and  its 
popularity  in  some  places  has  even  'exceeded  that  of  the  “WORLD  OUT- 
LOOK”. Both  magazines  are  necessary  for  an  informed,  efficient  mem- 
bership, and  should  be  used  hand  in  hand. 

The  new  program  material  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by 
the  societies  as  a whole. 

Of  the  267  societies  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  only  44  qualified 
for  the  Honor  Roll— those  sending  Literature  reports  for  the  four  quarters. 
The  societies  so  qualifying  are : 
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Alexandria  District : Montgomery,  Winnfield,  Elizabeth  and  Alex- 
andria.

That  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  continue  to  edit  the 
Woman’s  page  in  the  New  Orleans  ‘CHRISTIAN  ADVOCATE’. 

7.  That  each  Society  subscribe  to  the  ‘METHODIST  WOMAN’  and 
the  ‘WORLD  OUTLOOK’  for  the  use  of  the  Program  Committee.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND 

SERVICE 

To  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
in  Session,  Ruston,  La.,  April  14,  15,  16,  1942. 

An  ever-developing  and  ever-enlarging  program  in  the  area  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  has  kept  both  conference  and  local 
secretaries  “on  the  alert’’  in  1941.  Throughout  the  year,  new  study 
opportunities,  new  education  cultivation  plans,  and  new  definitions  of 
the  work  have  constantly  presented  themselves.  Fortunately,  the  Con- 
ference Secretary  has  had  the  cooperation  of  two  other  Conference  officers 
to  form  the  Conference  Study  Committee.  Early  in  the  year,  this  com- 
mittee prepared  and  mailed  to  every  local  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  a suggested  plan  of  study  for  the  entire  year,  including 
instructions  for  the  formation  and  functioning  of  the  local  study  com- 
mittees. In  addition  to  this  guidance  material,  suggestions  on  the  spring 
and  fall  mission  studies  were  sent  to  each  local  secretary. 

The  fall,  district-wide  “Study  Day”  meetings,  which  were  cut  short 
because  of  war  manuevers  in  the  state  (meetings  were  held  in  the  Shreve- 
port, Ruston,  Monroe  and  Alexandria  Districts)  emphasized  the  total 
study  program  and  the  responsibility  of  each  member  of  the  study  com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  other  members. 

The  four  outstanding  studies  of  the  year  were ; “The  Christian 
Mission  in  China  Today”,  “Jesus  and  Social  Redemption”,  “Christians 
and  World  Order”,  and  “The  Christian  Family.”  For  the  first  time,  classes 
taking  the  Christian  Social  Relations  study  on  “The  Christian  Family” 
were  counted  on  the  Efficiency  Aim  and  could  apply  for  Special  Juris- 
diction Recognition.  Twenty-four  such  classes  were  held.  Twenty-seven 
societies  reported  cooperation  in  a Church-wide  School  of  Missions,  using 
the  text  “Methodism’s  World  Mission”,  by  Van  Dus'en. 

Special  Missionary  Projects  have  been  confused  with  activities  in 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  particularly  those 
growing  out  of  studies.  Nevertheless,  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  were 
able  to  report  approximately  $10,883.00  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer 
for  Special  Missionary  Projects  within  the  appropriations — or  34%  of 
the  amount  sent  by  the  Conference  Treasurer  to  Mrs.  Fulton. 
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The  statistical  report  of  this  department  of  work  follows :

The  above  figures  in  no  way  indicate  the  really  fine  work  that  was 
done  in  1941,  for  there  is  no  way  to  measure  or  count  enlightened  minds, 
stirred  hearts,  earnest  effort,  and  sincere  consecration.  Suffice  it  to  say, 
that  more  and  more  societies  are  reporting  results  in  activity'  growing 
out  of  study,  which  is,  after  all,  the  real  test  of  interest  and  growth. 

To  think  of  study  plans  and  text  books  in  these  troubled  days  seem 
prosaic,  but  let  us  remember  that  Missionary  Education  is  basic  in 
maintaining  those  ideas  and  ideals  of  mutual  understanding]  and  brother- 
hood between  races  and  people  and  cultures,  the  loss  of  which  has  been 
largely  responsible  for  our  present  choatic  condition.  To  the  end  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  exemplify  Christian  stability  and  intelligence  in  a 
world  at  war — and  later,  in  a post-war  world — let  us  study  and  work 
and  pray.

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  SPECIAL  JURISDICTION  RECOGNITION 

I.  THE  TEXTBOOK  used  in  Special  Classes  must  be  selected  from 
the  list  recommended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Woman’s  Division 
of  Christian  Service  for  the  current  year. 

II.  SUPPLEMENTARY  MATERIAL  must  be  used  by  members  of 
the  class  to  enrich  the  study  of  the  text. 

III.  ONE  TO  EIGHT  weeks  may  be  used  for  the  study,  but  a four  to 
six  weeks’  study  is  highly  desirable. 

IV.  AN  AVERAGE  OF  70%  of  the  members  must  attend  the  class 
sessions. 

V.  A CLASS  SESSION  should  be  formed  from  one  hour  to  one  hour 
and  a half  in  length,  making  a total  minimum  of  six  hours. 

VI.  STUDENTS  MUST  READ  AN  APPROVED  TEXT  and  make 
outside  preparation  and  must  participate  in  class  work.  In  addition 
to  this,  assignments  shall  be  given  each  member  by  the  teacher. 
These  assignments  may  be  reading  from  supplementary  materials, 
research,  co-operative  activities,  etc.,  that  require  additional  outside 
preparation.  This  and  some  results  of  the  study  may  be  reported 
on  an  additional  sheet. 

VII.  THE  DISCUSSION  METHOD  of  conducting  the  class  is  re- 
commended as  most  successful  in  stimulating  group  study  and 
participation.  The  lectur'e  method  alone  is  not  acceptable.  A variety 
of  methods  may  be  desirable. 

VIII.  THE  TEACHER  shall  be  qualified  for  the  work  by  consecration 
to  the  task,  by  sufficient  educational  background,  and  by  a willing- 
ness to  use  'every  opportunity  for  becoming  a trained  and  ex- 
perienced teacher,  such  as  Special  Study  and  Preparation,  or  at- 
tending Educational  Conferences  or  Seminaries,  Pastors’  Schools, 
Leadership  Schools,  Training  Courses,  or  Schools  of  Missions. 

IX.  A REPORT  of  the  class  must  be  made  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  on  this  blank  furnished  by 
her.  She  shall  examin'e  it,  and  if  requirements  are  met,  she  shall 
report  it  to  the  Jurisdiction  Secrtetary  of  Missionary  Education 
and  Service  who  will  issue  a recognition  card  for  work  meeting 
the  required  standard.  Recognition  cards  will  be  sent  by  the 
Jurisdiction  Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  committee  on  Education  wishes  to  submit  the  following  report. 

1.  That  approved  study  courses  be  promoted  in  the  local  society 
by  the  study  committee,  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
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cation  and  Service,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relation  and  Local 
Church  Activities,  and  the  Charman  of  Spiritual  Life  Committee,  the 
ultimate  responsibility  of  such  approved  studies  resting  with  the  Secretary 
of  Missionary  Education  and  Service.  The  brief  and  more  informed  studies 
in  the  various  areas  of  the  department  of  'Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local  Church  Activities  should  be  planned  and  promoted  by  the  committee 
on  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  for  various  groups. 
Also,  the  devotional  studies  for  the  cultivation  of  the  Spiritual  Life  in 
the  Church  should  be  planned  and  promoted  by.  the  Spiritual  Life 
Committee  for  various  groups.  Such  plans  for  informal  studies  should 
be  coordinated  with  the  total  educational  program. 

II.  That  emphasis  be  placed  on  a goal  in  each  district  of  100% 
attainment  of  the  efficiency  aim  as  it  relates  to  study:  Three  approved 
study  courses  or  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  That  wherever 
ptossible  jurisdiction  Requirements  be  met. 

III.  That  each  local  society  cooperate  with  the  pastor  in  whatever 
method  of  presentation  he  may  choose  for  the  joint  study  in  a school 
of  missions  in  the  local  church. 

IV.  That  Educational  Leadership  be  cultivated  by : 

1.  Educational  Conferences  and  Seminars  held  in  the  Zones  or 
Districts  and  promoted  by  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service  and  the  District  Secretary. 

2.  Cooperation  in  the  District  Missionary  Institutes,  thus  promoting 
the  Educational  Program  and  relating  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  to  the  total  program  of  the  Church. 

3.  Encouraging  and  participating  in  cooperative  courses  in  training 
agencies,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Educaton,  such  as  Pastor’s  Schools, 
Christian  Workers  Training  Schools. 

4.  Each  local  Society,  wherever  possible  sending  its  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Education  and  Service  to  the  Pastor’s  School  and  Conference 
for  Christian  Workers,  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  June  8-12,  where 
a course  on  the  Fall  Mission  Topic  will  be  offered,  or  by  a group  of 
Societies,  such  as  a Zone,  sending  one  or  two  representatives  to  take  the 
Mission  Course,  these  persons  agreeing  to  help  if  necessary,  in  educational 
Seminars  and  Conferences  in  the  area  represented. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service  in  the 
local  Society  encourage  and  assist  in  the  enrichment  of  program  material 
through  the  use  of  ‘THE  METHODIST  WOMAN’,  the  ‘WORLD  OUT- 
LOOK’, the  World  Parish  and  Homeland  Series,  and  other  cultivation 
materials  that  may  appear.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY 

Abilene,  Texas 
April  8,  1942 

TO  THE  WOMEN  OF  THE  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE: 

My  dear  Friends, 

Because  it  is  impossible  for  m'e  to  be  with  you  at  this  time,  I must 
write  to  let  you  know  how  I love  you  and  this  work,  which  is  so  vital 
to  our  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  entire  church. 

Since  last  June  9,  it  has  been  my  privilege  and  joy  to  serve  you 
as  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  of  the  Conference.  To  follow  two  such  splendid 
leaders  as  Mrs.  R.  E.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Guy  Hicks  was  not  easy,  but  on 
the  other  hand  has  beten  a challengje.  For  me,  this  past  year  was  one 
of  the  richest  in  my  Christian  Experience. 

The  Seminar  on  Spiritual  Life  Work  in  the  School  of  Missions  at 
Mt.  Sequoyah,  July  8-18  was  very  meaningful,  because  of  the  vision  of  the 
scope  of  the  work  and  practical  suggestions,  which  I received.  In  August, 
I assisted  the  Worship  Committee  in  our  Conference  Youth  Camp  at 
Camp  Brewer,  and  likewise  in  district  camp.  This  afforded  opportunity 
to  tie  in  our  work  with  that  of  the  young  people  oLour  church. 

In  September,  the  Conference  Study  Committee  went  into  four  of 
the  seven  districts  of  our  conference,  and  in  each  district  much  time 
was  given  to  the  promotion  of  Spiritual  Life  Work  in  the  local  church. 

Perhaps  the  highlight  in  this  work  of  the  past  year  was  the  Spiritual 
Life  Retreat  held  in  connection  with  the  Executive  Committee  Meeting, 
held  at  beautiful  MacDonell  French  Mission  School,  October  20-22.  At 
that  time  we  had  as  guest  for  the  Retreat,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Alexandpr,  Division 
Spiritual  Life  Chairman.  Feeling  the  need  of  Spiritual  Armament,  and  be- 
lieving that  this  renewing  of  the  Inner  Life  should  begin  with  Conference 
Officers,  the  Retreatants  were  the  Conference  Officers,  Spiritual  Life 
Chairman  of  each  district,  and  one  young  woman  from  each  district.  I 
wish  it  were  possible  to  go  into  detail  to  tell  you  just  what  this  Retreat, 
whose  theme  was  Victory  through  Faith,  meant  to  all  who  were  in  at- 
tendance. Perhaps  the  importance  of  devotional  reading  emphasized  by 
the  purchase  by  thirty-five  women  of  thirty-five  dollars  worth  of  books 
that  will  help  us  to  know  what  the  Retreat  meant  to  most  of  us ! When 
we  go  home  ready  to  read,  with  something  uplifting  to  read,  our  faith 
in  this  Renewed  Life  is  increased.  This  Retreat  confined  to  so  few  made 
us  desire,  yes,  even  to  somewhat  plan  for  opening  the  doors  in  1942 
to  a great  Conference-wide  Retreat. 
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Special  emphasis  was  given  throughout  the  Conference  upon  the 
following ; Week  of  Prayer  in  October  and  World  Day  of  Prayer — “I 
am  the  Way”  held  February  20 ; Consistent  Devotional  Bible  Reading 
and  Study  in  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Church  School ; 
Distribution  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  and  Prayer  Card ; More  definite 
circulation  of  Upper  Room  and  Devotional  Books ; Observance  of  America’s 
Prayer  Minute,  6 P.  M.  every  day ; expressed  desire  that  each  Spiritual 
Life  Group  would  conduct  a study  on  “Prayer”  by  Ellene  Ransom  and 
on'e  on  “I  Have  a Stewardship”  by  Bishop  Cushman. 

Innumerable  cards  and  letters  have  been  written  in  behalf  of  the 
work.  Today  we  can  report  191  local  Spiritual  Life  Chairmen,  believing 
that  there  are  many  more.  In  another  year  we  hope  to  have  a more 
definite  way  of  reporting  on  local  and  district  Spiritual  Life  Work. 

Our  Conference  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Sudie  Lingle, 
Shreveport  District  Spiritual  Life  leader.  She  slipped  away  just  before  her 
district  Retreat,  which  she  had  so  beautifully  planned  for  an  early  date  in 
September.  In  memory  of  her  splendid  life  and  work  some  of  the  things  she 
had  prepared  for  her  Retreat  were  used  in  our  Conference  Retreat.

4.  Feeling  the  growing  need  for  definite  reports  on  Spiritual  Life  work, 
we  recommend  that  each  local  chairman  report  to  her  district  chair- 
man and  the  district  chairman  report  to  conference  chairman  when 
other  reports  are  sent  in. 
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5.  We  recommend  that  the  Prayer  Calendar  be  adopted  by  the  Con- 
ference and  printed  in  the  Annual  Conference  report,  and  that  these 
goals  b'e  actively  promoted  in  each  local  society. 

6.  We  further  recommend  that,  if  it  seems  advisable  to  the  Conference 
Executive  Committee,  w'e  have  a Conference-wide  Retreat  at  an 
appropriate  time  during  the  year  and  that  this  Retreat  be  followed 
by  at  least  one  all  day  Spiritual  Life  Meeting)  to  be  held  during  the 
year  in  each  district  and  local  society.

During  th'e  stress  of  the  present  world  and  national  situation,  women 
will  be  called  on  more  and  more  to  fill  places  formerly  filled  by  men. 
While  homemaking  has  been  and  still  is  the  major  occupation  of  the 
larger  number  of  women,  nevertheless,  women  have  time  to  do  many 
outside  activities.  Many  other  organizations  in  the  community  have  been 
securing  the  larger  part  of  this  leisure  time  of  our  own  church  women. 
Because  of  these  points  the  committee  wishes  to  make  the  following 
recommendations ; 

1.  That  in  our  local  societies  we  make  our  programs  attractive 
to  larger  numbers  of  women ; that  those  of  us  now  so  devoted  to  the 
work  make  increased  efforts  to  interest  more  women  of  our  church  in 
this  effort  which  we  consider  so  worthwhile. 

2.  That  all  of  us  keep  informed  on  the  Status  of  Women  in  the 
country,  a status  which  will  be  meeting  constant  changes. 

3.  That  every  member  of  the  W.S.C.S.  keep  informed  on  world 
and  national  and  state  problems  so  that  we  may  intelligenlly  meet  the 
ever  changing  situations  which  confront  us. 

' 4.  That,  since  women  represent  75%  of  the  membership  of  our 
church,  we  work  toward  greater  representation  of  women  on  the  Boards 
and  Conferences  of  our  church.  General,  Conference,  Jurisdictional  and 
Local  Church.

Report  of  MacDonell  School  for  1941 

The  average  enrollment,  or  attendance,  is  about  110  for  the  nine 
school  months  and  20  to  25  during  the  summer.  The  pupils  come  from 
many  different  rural  communities  and  represent  an  area  of  a fifty-mile 
-radius  centering  in  Houma.  There  are,  of  course,  some  boys  and  girls 
from  farther  away,  but  the  concentration  is  within,  or  near,  this  radius. 
Types  of  home  life  vary.  There  are  the  plantation  sections  to  the  north 
and  west  of  the  school ; the  truck  farmers,  mostly  small  land-owners,  to 
the  east  and  immediate  south ; and  the  swamp  marsh  sections  farther 
down.  These  latter  are  the  trappers  and  fishers. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  supports  about  thirty-five  Scholarships, 
in  whole  or  in  part.  Only  a small  number  of  pupils  are  able  to  pay  the 
required  amount  for  board — which  includes  laundry,  care  in  illness  and, 
in  many  cases  complete  physical  rehabilitation.  Most  of  the  pupils  are 
unable  even  to  provide  the  very  simple  wardrobe  needed  in  the  school. 
Here,  and  in  almost  every  depiartment  of  the  work,  the  Conference  Supply 
department  comes  to  the  aid.  We  are  very  grateful,  too,  for  the  help 
that  comes  from  other  Conferences.  Especial  thanks  are  due  to  the  Arkansas 
Conferences  for  showers  of  much-needed  linen. 

There  are  two  outstanding  objectives  in  dealing  with  the  pupil : 
(a)  his  own  individual  liberation  development  and  establishment  in  qualities 
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of  Christian  character.  The  word  liberation  is  used  advisedly,  for  it  naust  be 
remembered  the  boy  or  girl  coming  to  MacDonell  is  already  beset  with  ideas, 
habits,  and  aptitudes  that  constitute  a major  handicap  ; and  (b)  a vision  and 
training,  by  actual  participation,  in  community  and  church  leadership. 

Therefore,  though  MacDonell  School  is  the  focal  point  of  emphasis, 
the  activities  reach  into  all  the  rural  areas  and  the  boys  and  girls  at  Mac 
Donell  School  are  found  leading  the  singing  in  a rural  church,  playing 
for  a service,  assisting  with  a picture  presentation — movie — at  Dulac 
and  taking  an  active  part  in  all  the  home  church  activities,  assisting 
with  the  primary  and  Junior  Leagues,  teaching  clashes  in  the  Church 
School,  assisting  with  the  rural  Missionary  Societies,  helping  with  the 
choir,  and  visiting  the  shut-ins  and  the  ill  to  take  cheer  and  comfort. 
In  addition  they  all  assist  with  all  forms  of  work,  from  helping  to  build 
a church,  or  a camp,  to  digging  drain  ditches,  raising  chickens,  setting) 
tables,  cooking,  painting,  and  all  up  and  down  the  line.  Each  is  thereby 
able  to  find  his  own  special  interests  and  to  develop  skills  for  earning 
a livelihood  in  later  years. 

A large  undertaking,  you  say?  And  difficult?  Certainly.  But  the 
need  is  great,  the  opportunities  unlimited,  and  the  joy  of  seeing,  young 
lives  transformed  and  established  in  ways  of  strength  and  beauty  is, 
to  the  wise,  more  than  adequate  compensation.

THE  DULAC  INDIAN  MISSION 
The  widespread  interest  and  cooperation  in  this  work  is  most  hearten- 
ing. Gifts  have  been  pouring  in  from  all  sections  and  departments  of 
the  Conference,  ten  dollar  gifts  for  “SHARES”  in  the  work.  Each  Donor 
is  to  be  listed  as  a FOUNDER  and  will,  in  time,  receive  a special 
certificate  and  a souvenir — some  piece  of  handwork  made  by  the  Indians. 
TheSe  items  of  recognition  are  slow  reaching  the  donors  because  the 
living  demands  of  carrying  forward  the  work  take  precedence  over  office 
work  and  sometimes  crowds  it  out  for  days  together. 

These  gifts  are  for  the  purchase  of  Indian  Point,  a peninsular  of 
about  forty-five  acres,  strategically  located  for  the  work.  Fifteen  hundred 
dollars  has  already  been  paid  in  and  the  amounts  for  the  remaining 
thousand  are  rapidly  accumulating. 

Special,  thanks  are  also  due  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  for  securing  a salary  for  an  additional  worker — Miss 
Elaine  Willett,  whose  gifted  services  have  meant  so  much  in  the  months 
since  her  arrival  in  November.  Mr.  Clanton,  of  Shreveport,  continues 
the  salary  of  Miss  Wilhelmina  Hooper. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  in  the  Indian  work  has  been 
the  movie  presentation  of  educational  and  religious  films  twice  a month. 
This  is  a cooperative  project  sponsored  by  the  Pastor  of  the  Church,  Rev. 
M.  S.  Robertson,  and  the  MacDonell  School.  The  attendance  at  these 
showings  always  averages  around  150.  It  is  a very  effective  piece  of  work. 
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The  school  remains  open  all  the  year  round,  with  one-week  “vaca- 
tions” from  time  to  time.  The  attendance  is  largely  seasonal,  dropping 
to  a low  of  ten  to  twenty  in  the  trapping  season  and  reaching  its  high 
point  during  the  slack  season  of  work  in  that  territory.  Night  schools 
and  extension  schools  are  parts  of  the  educational  plan. 

Garden  plots  are  rented  to  house  boat  dwellers  on  the  Point.  This 
enables  each  family  to  have  vegetables  in  season  and  for  canning.  There 
is  now  demand  for  small  houses  for  rent  so  those  living  at  a distance 
can  move  nearer  the  school  and  take  advantage  of  church  and  school 
facilities.  We  find  that  someone  can  donate  blocks  for  one  house,  there 
is  roofing  for  one,  and  someone  else  has  a door  to  give.  MacDonell  School 
has  some  small  screen  frames,  etc.  By  this  means  we  hope  soon  to  have 
one  small  house  erected  at  very  little  cost.  The  labor  will  be  donated. 
It  will  be  interesting  to  watch  for  the  report  on  this  project  a year  hence. 

The  Indian  work  moves  forward  and  repays  in  human  and  spiritual 
dividends  a hundred-fold. 


LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE  RURAL  WORK 
1941-1942 

I wish  I could  take  you  on  a tour  of  my  work  with  me.  At  Tran- 
sylvania we  would  visit  in  many  homes  during  times  of  sickness  or 
sorrow,  for  conferences  concerning  Church  plans,  or  for  personal  contacts. 
Thei'e  would  be  visits  to  the  school  each  week  for  Story  Hours  with  the 
first  three  and  part  of  the  fourth  grades.  Once  a month  there  would 
be  attendance  at  P.  T.  A.  meetings,  of  which  I was  program  chairman 
for  a time,  a Home  Demonstation  club  meeting  when  we  could  possibly 
make  it.  Once  a quarter  there  would  be  attendance  at  a Community 
Council  meeting  and  a Religious  Committee  meeting,  planning  for  one 
community  religious  service  each  quarter. 

There  would  be  Sunday  School  every  Sunday  morning.  Church  every 
other  Sunday.  There  would  be  meetings  with  the  young  people,  resulting 
in  the  organization  of  the  Youth  Division.  Later  we  would  attend  and 
assist  with  young  people’s  meeting  and  a Christmas  pageant  presented  at 
Church  and  at  the  Union  meeting. 

There  would  have  been  meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  and  the  thrill  on  being  at  the  service  when  they  raised  their 
pledge  50%,  and  made  plans  for  the  year  including  Mission  and  Bible 
Study,  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and  regular 
program  meetings. 

Next  we  would  move  to  Holly  Ridge  where  there  was  no  organiza- 
tion. The  pastor  from  Rayville  had  held  a Revival  meeting  there  in  the 
summer  and  so  the  way  was  opened  for  the  Deaconess.  We  would  find 
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just  a few  Methodist  families  and  just  a few  with  no  Church  preference, 
but  a need  for  religious  activities  and  others  who  are  not  active  in 
their  own  churches. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  the  community  we  would  find  four  people 
in  attendance  at  Sunday  School  in  the  little  tenant  hous'e  which  the, 
plantation  owners  let  us  use  for  our  services.  That  night  we  would  find 
the  attendance  at  preaching  Service  doubled.  Plans  having  been  made 
for  a young  people’s  social  on  Thursday  night  we  would  find  that  twelve 
had  ventured  out  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  the  coldest  nigjbt  of  the 
winter  “and  a grand  time  was  had  by  all.”  Then  as  time  went  by,  we 
would  develop  a regular  program  including  Sunday  Sdhool  with 
an  average  attendance  of  35,  Youth  Fellowship  with  an  attendance  of  25, 
a Children’s  extra  session  with  an  attendance  of  8,  Church  Night,  including 
recreation,  singing,  prayer  meeting  with  an  attendance  of  55,  preaching 
twice  a month  by  the  pastor  from  Rayville. 

It  has  been  a year  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure  because  of  the  de- 
velopment of  the  people  and  of  the  interest  they  manifest  in  the  work,  and 
the  prospects  of  continued  growth,  and  because  of  the  deepening  of  my 
own  religious  experience.

Camp  and  swimming  pool  are  uppermost  in  St.  Mark’s  youngsters’ 
minds  these  spring  days!  The  pool  opens  May  18  and  we  go  to  camp 
June  6.  We  are  fortunate  this  year  to  go  to  beautiful  Camp  Bogu'e  Falaya 
near  Covington.  Camp  is  a high  point  in  the  experience  of  our  children 
because  many  of  them  never  get  outside  of  the  city  at  any  other  time. 
It  is  also  a good  experience  in  democratic  group  living.  From  one  camping 
period  to  the  next,  camp  is  the  chief  topic  of  conversation  when  campers 
get  together.  Because  of  limited  funds  we  are  not  able  to  take  all  of  the 
children  who  would  like  to  go  and  we  hope  the  future  will  remedy  this 
situation. 
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The  Music  Department  is  doing  outstanding  work  this  year  in  spite 
of  the  W.  P.  A.  music  teachers  being  taken  away  for  Defense  Work. 
About  35  children  took  part  in  a recital  in  March  and  another  one  will 
be  held  in  May.  Many  parents  came  to  the  recital  and  were  served 
refreshments  by  the  children  as  a part  of  the  evening’s  program. 

The  Girl’s  Department  is  very  fortunate  in  having  at  its  head,  Miss 
Mary  Shugart,  graduate  of  Western  Reserve  University  and  especially 
trained  for  group  work.  She  is  a daughter  of  a Methodist  minister  and 
brings  great  spiritual  reinforcement  with  her  many  skills.  The  girls  have 
initiated  and  sponsored  many  projects  that  have  benefitted  St.  Mark’s 
as  well  as  contributed  to  their  own  development. 

The  Boys’  Department  has  been  strengthened  this  year  and  more 
contacts  made  with  neighborhood  groups.  The  Church  School  Intermediates 
have  organized  an  athletic  club  and  it  looks  as  though  they  may  be  able 
to  replace  the  famous  Yellow  Jackets. 

1941  was  the  biggest  year  the  clinic  ever  had.  At  this  time  some 
of  the  services  are  having  to  be  curtailed  because  of  the  shortage  of 
doctors  and  dentists  due  to  the  war. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Whitaker,  the  St.  Mark’s  Church  is 
having  one  of  its  best  years.  It  has  gone  far  in  the  past  few  years  and 
has  a bright  future  with  the  new  leadership  being  developed  among  its 
members. 

The  churches  of  New  Orleans  have  sponsored  parties  once  a month 
at  St.  Mark’s  for  the  men  in  the  Army  and  Navy.  These  have  been  out- 
standing events  and  have  been  sincerely  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by 
the  soldiers  and  sailors  as  has  been  shown  by  the  letters  they  have 
written.

REPORT  OF  MAMIEJ  CHANDLER,  DEACONESS 
Student  Worker,  Louisiana  State  Normal  College 

The  program  of  our  Wesley  Foundation  this  year  has  been  centered 
around  “The  Meaning  of  Jesus  for  the  Student  of  Today.’’  Our  aim  has 
been  to  make  Christianity  a vital  experience  in  the  daily  life  of  our 
students  and  our  emphasis  has  been  upon  living  as  a Christian  in  all 
one’s  relationships. 

In  Student  Class  on  Sunday  mornings  at  the  Church  School,  the 
Counselor  has  presented  an  interpretation  of  the  Personality  of  Jesus, 
using  “Jesus  As  They  Remembered  Him,”  by  Quimby,  as  a basis  for  her 
lectures.  Worship,  led  by  students,  has  followed  this  theme.  These  lectures 
have  been  designated  to  stimulate  thinking  for  the  discussions  held  on 
Sunday  evenings  at  the  meetings  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  in  the  social 
room  of  the  Church.  These  meetings  begin  with  a “Friendly”,  followed 
by  worship  led  by  students,  and  then  an  open  discussion,  led  by  the 
Counselor  on  the  meaning  of  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus  to  students 
on  our  campus. 

The  Bible  Class,  which  meets  weekly  in  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Center,  is  studying  “The  Sermon  on  the  Mount”.  A Fellowship  Group 
meets  every  Wednesday  night  to  think  together  on  the  practical  im- 
plications of  following  the  teaching  of  Jesus.  Meditation  is  conducted 
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by  the  Counselor  every  Wednesday  evening  from  6:30  to  7:00  o’clock  in 
the  Chapel  in  the  Student  Religious  Center.  Through  these  weekly  medi- 
tations, students  are  learning  the  value  of  a daily  time  of  devotion,  as 
well  as  the  art  of  group  meditation. 

The  program  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  is  carried  on  through  Com- 
missions in  the  following  areas:  Worship,  Personnel,  World  Friendship, 
Bible  Study,  Peace  Education,  Drama,  Recreation,  Literature  and  Training, 
Church  Relations,  Publicity.  The  Wesley  Foundation  Center  in  the  Stu- 
dent Religious  Center  on  the  campus  is  kept  open  at  all  tinges,  and  the 
Counselor  welcomes  students  to  this  “home  away  from  home,”  where  they 
come  for  counsel  and  fellowship. 

The  Pastor  of  the  local  Church,  Rev.  Carl  F.  Lueg,  ministers  in  a very 
real  way  to  the  needs  of  College  students,  and  offers  every  opportunity 
for  their  participation  in  the  services  of  the  Church.  Students  sing  in 
our  Church  Choir  and  act  as  ushers  at  Morning  and  Evening  Service. 
The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  cooperated  with  the  Wesley 
Foundation  in  giving  a welcoming  party  to  all  Methodist  Students  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Semester.  The  Counselor  is  a member  of  the 
Wesleyan  Guild,  and  teaches  a Bible  Study  in  this  organization.  She  also 
led  the  Bible  Study  for  the  Woman’s  Society  in  March, 

An  outstanding  event  of  our  year’s  program  was  the  Campus  visitation 
of  Dr.  DeWitt  C.  Baldwin,  Director  of  Student  Work,  Board  of  Missions, 
New  York  City,  and  Mr.  Murray  S.  Dickson,  Director  Wesley  Foundation, 
University  of  Texas.  This  visitation  was  made  possible  through  the  co- 
operation of  our  Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education.  Splendid  co- 
operation was  given  by  the  Administration  of  the  College  and  these  visitors 
were  presented  to  the  general  assembly  of  the  student  body  and  faculty, 
to  classes  and  groups,  as  well  as  to  the  Wesley  Foundation.  Conferences 
were  held  with  members  of  the  Administrative  Staff,  the  College  President, 
members  of  the  faculty,  and  with  students.  These  two  leaders  made  a 
very  fine  presentation  of  the  purpose  and  program  of  our  Mthodist  Stu- 
dent Movement  and  gave  a new  impetus  to  the  students  and  adult  leaders 
in  our  local  program.  A new  interest  in  our  missionary  program  has  been 
evidenced  by  the  students  since  this  visitation.  During  Lent  a special 
self-denial  offering  was  made  to  the  World’s  Student  Service  Fund,  garments, 
were  knitted  and  clothing  collected  for  overseas  relief  through  the  Ameri- 
can Friends  Service  Commission 

Mrs.  Grace  Sloan  Overton  was  brought  to  our  campus  by  the  college 
administration  in  October.  We  cooperated  in  making  her  visit  jiossible. 

David  White  and  John  Sv'omley,  youth  secretaries  of  the  Fellowship 
of  Reconciliation  made  visits  to  our  Wesley  Foundation  this  year.  We 
are  keeping  before  our  students  the  attitude  of  the  Methodist  Church 
toward  war  and  toward  the  right  of  each  individual  to  make  his  own 
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decision  on  the  basis  of  his  Christian  faith.  We  feel  that  the  Christian 
attitude  of  understanding  and  tolerance  is  being  developed  in  our  student 
group. 

Seven  of  our  students  attended  the  Methodist  Student  Regional  Con- 
ference, Baldwin,  Kansas,  June  9-14.  Six  attended  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference Student  Retreat,  Sept.  1-4.  A Retreat  for  our  own  Local  Wesley 
Foundation  officers  and  leaders  was  held  at  our  local  Church,  September 
29-30,  to  prepare  for  the  program  of  this  year.  Five  students  attended  the 
National  Methodist  Student  Conference,  Urbana,  111.,  Dec.  9 - Jan.  2nd 
Council  of  Conference  Students  Work  in  Monroe.  The  Counselor  also 
attended  all  these  Conferences,  as  well  as  the  Retreat  held  by  the  Women’s 
Society  of  the  Conference  at  MacDonell  in  October,  and  the  Jurisdictional 
meeting  in  Oklahoma  City  in  February. 

Last  Christmas  the  Ctiy  of  Natchitoches  requested  the  Wesley  Foun- 
dation to  pr'esent  a Christmas  pageant  on  the  River  Bank,  as  part  of 
the  Christmas  celebration.  We  welcomed  this  opportunity  to  render  a 
service  to  the  community,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Speech  De- 
partment and  the  Head  of  the  Music  Department  of  the  College,  we 
presented  a beautiful  pageant  of  the  Nativity,  using  more  than  one  hundred 
students.  The  Church  Choirs  of  the  city.  Catholic  and  Protestant,  furnished 
the  music.  The  City  paid  all  expenses  of  the  pagieant. 

The  enrollment  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Semester  was  1,175 — 278 
Methodist,  17  members  of  the  Christian  Church,  included  in  our  program 
■ — a total  of  295  students  in  our  Methodist  group — the  Wesley  Foundation. 
There  was  a decrease  in  enrollment  the  Second  Semester  of  183- — and 
we  now  have  in  College  a total  of  273  Methodist  Students. 

The  Administration  of  the  College  is  vitally  interested  in  making 
the  program  of  Religion  on  our  campus  effective  in  the  lives  of  our  students. 
A Director  of  Student  Welfare  has  recently  been  added  to  the  Administra- 
tive Staff.  He  is  a well-trained  personal  Counselor,  a Christian  gentle- 
man, and  a member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  His  guidance  and  sincere 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  students  is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  program 
of  religion  on  the  campus. 

The  test  of  any  program  is  its  effect  on  persons.  Through  our  program 
this  year  many  of  our  students  have  been  led  into  a better  understanding 
of  the  meaning  of  being  sincerely  Christian  and  several  have  committed 
th'emselves  to  Jesus  as  Lord  and  Master  of  their  lives  and  have  come  into 
fellowship  of  the  Church.

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REPORT  OF  STUDENT  WORK  AT  SOUTHWESTERN  LOUISIANA 

INSTITUTE 


Jn  the  early  fall  a group  of  twelve  Southwestern  students  met  to 
plan  for  our  Wesley  Foundation  program.  None  of  us  knew  what  the  year 
would  bring,  but  our  hopes  were  high.  Out  of  the  days  of  planning 
together,  a number  of  aims  were  listed.  Among  them  the  following : 

1.  We  wanted  the  WESLEY  FOUNDATION  to  serve  as  a real  home 
to  Methodist  students  while  they  w'ere  away  from  home'. 

2.  To  furnish  wholesome  recreational  facilities  close  to  the  campus. 

3.  To  create  a spirit  of  fellowship  within  the  group,  and  to  help  us 
to  discover  religious  truths  together. 

We  were  slowly  seeing  our  hopes  realized,  but  for  five  months  we 
had  been  pushing  our  program  up  hill  under  difficulty.  Until  March 
the  first  it  seemed  that  we  were  only  marking  time.  In  spite  of  repeated 
efforts  to  contact  the  students,  three  fourths  of  them  remained  only 
names  in  a card  file.  There  was  excellent  weekly  attendance  in  our  tem- 
porary room,  but  with  the  pronouncing  of  the  benediction  the  students 
hurried  out  into  the  night.  Everything  had  to  be  done  the  hard  way.  Fifty 
MOTIVE  magazines  were  delivered  from  door  to  door  in  every  dormitory. 
In  short — our  Wesley  Foundation  program  was  being  run  by  remote 
control.  Then  on  March  1st  a wonderful  thing  happened  . . . 

Rev.  Morris  announced  that  the  ministers  of  the  three  churches  had 
gotten  together  and  rented  a home  for  Protestant  students,  facing  the 
campus.  It  was  largely  through  his  efforts  that  this  was  possible.  Neigh- 
boring churches  recognizing  our  need  have  assisted  with  the  rent.  The 
whole  community  has  become  interested  in  our  new  Protestant  Student 
Center. 

In  a few  short  weeks  the  results  have  been  evident.  Instead  of  writing 
cards  each  week  to  keep  the  students  interested,  and  thinking  of  ways 
to  hold  the  program  together,  we  now  have  young  people  dropping  in 
to  the  center,  getting  acquainted,  reading  the  bulletin  board,  and  coming 
to  weekly  and  Sunday  activities.  (Students  that  have  here-to-fore  shown 
no  interest.) 

Through  the  process  of  planting  flowers,  hanging  curtains,  and 
making  badminton  courts,  good  friends  are  being  made,  within  the  group 
and  for  the  church.  They  know  eVery  time  a check  or  a box  or  a visitor 
comes,  expressing  the  interest  of  Methodists  throughout  the  state.  The 
churches  of  Bunkie  and  Welsh  and  Whites  Chapel  haVe  done  a great 
deal  to  help  us  in  making  our  center  a home-like  place. 
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When  you  come  to  see  us  you  will  find  an  attractive  living  room,  with 
young  people  enjoying  gpod  books,  good  music  and  good  times.  The 
play  room  is  always  full  after  a hard  day  of  classes.  Our  kitchenette 
is  outstanding  mainly  for  the  coffee  pot  and  accompaning  sign  which 
reads  “Have  a sup — and  wash  your  cup.” 

There  is  nothing  like  pingpong  for  a few  minutes  of  recreation.  We 
need  two  more  tables  to  accommodate  those  who  want  to  play. 

One  room  has  been  set  aside  for  a Quiet  room,  where  individuals  or 
groups  can  meet  for  devotions.  During  Holy  week  an  early  morning 
worship  service  was  held  at  6:30  and  the  room  was  filled  each  morning. 

On  the  Sunday  evening  before  Easter  the  students  presented  an 
impressive  service  at  the  Church  hour.  Twelve  of  the  finest  students 
on  the  campus  blended  their  talents  in  the  presentation  of  the  events  of 
Holy  week.  It  was  an  hour  to  be  remembered ! 

Every  campus  program  has  certain  highlights  of  the  year — the  fall 
retreat ; the  Installation  service  and  Christmas  play.  For  us  the  Religious 
Emphasis  Week  meant  a great  deal  because  it  helped  to  hold  the  group 
together  until  our  center  was  opened.  Murray  Dickson  and  DeWitt  Baldwin 
won  the  respect  of  faculty  and  students  alike.  They  helped  to  interest 
our  young  people  in  summer  camps  and  conferences. 

Out  of  the  five  selected  for  the  Executive  Council  next  year  in  all 
probability  one  will  go  to  the  Lisle  Fellowship  in  Colorado,  another  to 
Baldwin  to  the  Regional  conference,  and  two  on  Youth  Caravans  for  the 
entire  summer.  These  young  people  will  come  back  to  us  with  new  ideas 
valuable  experiences  and  renewed  inspiration. 

It  is  our  ambition  as  work  with  Methodist  students  to  develop  a 
program  for  which  they  are  responsible.  A program  that  is  as  inclusive 
as  life  itself — one  which  is  Christ  centered  and  challenging  to  the  youth 
of  today.  Our  prayer  is  not  that  the  students  be  sheltered  from  the  storms 
of  life — but  that  we  can  help  them  to  be  strong  enough  to  stand  the  gale !

STUDENT  WORK  AT  LOUISIANA  POLYTECHNIC  INSTITUTE 

Our  student  group  on  the  campus  of  Louisiana  Tech  forms  the 
Young  People’s  Department  of  the  local  church,  therefore  our  organization 
and  workers  are  not  set  up  entirely  under  the  program  of  the  Wesley 
Foundation.  Our  church  school  class  and  evening  service  are  held  at 
the  church,,  and  on  Tuesday  evening  a meeting  is  held  on  the  campus. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  unite  with  the  local  church  and  to  participate 
in  all  its  activities.  Several  members  of  the  student  group  sing  in  the 
Sunday  morning  choir  and  assist  in  other  departments  of  the  church. 
The  Sunday  night  choir  is  composed  entirely  of  college  students. 
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' The  enrollment  of  the  College  in  October  was  approximately  1700, 
but  decreased  to  1500  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester.  Of  this 
number  535  are  Methodists — 445  livingl  on  the  campus  and  in  town  and 
90  drive-in  students.  Approximately  200  of  those  living  on  the  campus 
and  in  Ruston  are  touched  definitely  by  our  program,  and  the  drive-in 
students  are  urged  to  participate  regularly  in  their  respective  church 
service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  our  council  was  composed  of  nine 
students  selected  for  their  leadership  and  active  interest  in  church  activities. 
Since  that  time,  however,  our  membership  has  been  increased  to  15,  and 
we  have  the  following  commissions  functioning : Worship,  Membership, 
World  Friendship,  Community  Service,  Drama,  Music,  Recreation  and 
Publicity. 

This  year  we  have  been  provided  with  a Student  Relgious  Center 
on  the  campus.  Our  church  and  the  two  Baptist  Churches  are  cooperating 
on  the  renting  of  a six-room  house,  and  the  ladies  have  furnished  it 
for  us.  In  addition  to  our  Council  meetingis,  conferences,  commission  meet- 
ings and  other  acth/ities,  we  hold  monthly  social  gatherings  and  birthday 
parties  of  the  Center.  Our  group  cooperated  with  the  Baptist  group  in 
keeping  open  house  for  all  the  students  during  examination  week. 

We  cooperated  with  Religious  Organizations  Council  of  the  College 
in  observing  Religjious  Emphasis  Week,  October  19-25.  Dr.  Grace  Sloan 
Overton  was  the  guest  speaker  and  gave  us  many  inspiring  messages.  We 
also  cooperated  with  the  Presbyterian  group  in  an  exchange  of  worship 
services. 

Special  days.  Race  Relations  Week,  Christmas,  and  the  Lenten 
Season  were  observed  by  series  of  services  under  the  direction  of  the  wor- 
ship commission.  In  our  church  school  sessions  we  have  done  particular 
study  on  the  Life  and  teachings  of  Jesus,  religipus  living  and  the  church. 
On  Sunday  night,  December  14,  during  the  regular  church  hour  a beautiful 
Christmas  pageant  was  presented  by  the  students.  The  entire  Christmas  story 
was  given  in  chori  music,  effective  tableaus,  and  instrumental  music.  Ap- 
proximately 50  students  participated  in  this  special  service.  On  Psalm 
Sunday  a Series  of  worship  services  on  the  Cross  was  climaxed  by  a 
special  communion  service  at  which  time  a sacrificial  offering  was  taken 
for  the  World  Student  Service  Fund. 

Seven  delegates  attended  the  Second  National  Methodist  Student  Con- 
ference at  Urbana,  Illinois,  during  the  Christmas  Holidays,  and  since 
that  time  have  attempted  to  continue  the  spirit  and  achievements  of  the 
Conference  by  giving  special  programs.  One  of  these  programs  was  given 
at  the  Sub-District  meeting!  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  at  our 
church  on  February  15.  At  the  State  Administrative  Council  meeting  held 
in  January  at  Northeast  Junior  College,  three  delegates  from  Tech  were 
present. 
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On  February  15.  16,  17,  and  18  we  were  privileged  to  have 
with  us  Dr.  DeWitt  Baldwin,  Director  of  Student  Work  for  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  Mr.  Murray  Dickson,  Associate 
Director  of  Wesley  Foundation  on  the  University  of  Texas  Campus. 
Worship  services,  open  forums,  lectures,  workshop  sessions,  and  personal 
interviews  were  held  during  this  time,  and  we  feel  that  our  entire  student 
program  was  rejuvenated. 

The  publication  of  our  first  newspaper,  Methodist  TECH-nicalities, 
was  begun  by  the  Publicity  Commission  last  fall.  This  project  provides 
experience  in  journalism  for  the  members  of  the  Commission  and  is  well- 
received  both  by  students  and  church  folk.  A Weeking  column  entitled 
TECH  CORNER  is  also  printed  in  our  church  bulletin  to  provide  news 
about  our  various  activities. 

The  most  outstanding  project  of  the  Community  Service  Commission 
this  year  has  been  the  clothing  of  one  of  the  boys  at  the  Methodist 
Orphanage.  The  entire  student  group  seems  to  enjoy  contributing  to  this 
worthy  project. 

Plans  are  under  way  now  for  the  election  and  installation  of  new 
officers  and  for  sending  leaders  to  Student  Conferences  and  assemblies 
this  summer.  The  new  council  will  assume  leadership  in  May  and  begin 
definite  preparation  for  the  program  next  year.

DEPARTMENT  OF  LAWS 


BY-LAWS  ADOPTED  BY  THE  WOMAN’S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN 

SERVICE 

Constitution  and  by-laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be  found 
in  the  new  Hand  Book. 

1.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  reelection  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office. 
To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  beginning  in  1942 
the  following  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a two  year  term  : Vice-President, 
Organization  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  Secretary  of  Supplies,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  and  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Message.  The  following 
officers  shall  be  elected  for  a four  year  term:  President,  Treasurer, 
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Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  Work,  Secretary  of  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of  Children’s  Work. 

2.  When  vacancies  among  officers.  District  Secretaries,  or  standing 
committees  occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  administrative 
committee,  with  ratification  of  the  Executive  Committee,  until  the  next 
annual  session  of  the  conference  when  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election. 

3.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  the  recording  secretary. 

4.  The  Treasurer  may  disburse  without  order  from  President  and 
Secretary  of  Organization  the  quarterly  expense  money  for  all  officers 
and  District  Secretaries.  She  shall  send  quarterly  itemized  statements  to 
the  Secretary  of  Organization,  President  and  District  Secretaries. 

5.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their  size.  A 
leader  for  each  zone  may  be  appointed  by  the  District  Secretary  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Organization;  The  Zone  Leaders  shall 
hold  meetings  quarterly  in  their  respective  zones.  A collection  may  be 
taken  at  each  meeting.  After  the  expense  of  the  meeting  is  paid,  the  leader 
shall  send  the  remainder  to  the  Conference  treasurer,  stating  the  amount 
and  from  what  zone. 

6.  Thirty-five  cents  per  membet  shall  be^  set  aside  by  the  Treasurer 
for  a cultivation  fund  membership  to  be  based  on  enrollment  December 
31,  of  proceeding  year.  Expense  of  officers,  speakers  at  annual  meetings, 
expense  of  executive  meetings,  expense  of  delegates  to  Jurisdictional 
meetings,  expense  for  promotion  and  educational  funds  shall  be  paid 
from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  money  in  the  fund  at  the  end  of  fiscal 
year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry  on  the  Conference 
work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

7.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  Jurisdictional  and 
Conference  Cultivation,  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature,  an  amount 
equal  to  ten  cents  per  member. 

8.  At  each  annual  and  district  meeting  public  collections  shall  be 
taken  for  the  Conference  Work,  and  amounts  forwarded  to  the  Conference 
Treasurer.  The  district  secretary  may  deduct  any  necessary  expense  of 
district  meeting  before  remitting  to  the  Treasurer. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  advance  each  quarter  for  office  expense  the 
following  amounts:  To  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Young 
Women’s  and  Girls’  Groups,  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Secretary  of 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds,  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service, 
Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  $7.50  each ; Secretary  of  Organization, 
$12.50;  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activi- 
ties, $10.00;  Secretary  of  Supplies,  $10.00;  Secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publications,  $20.00.  $20.00  quarterly  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  cost 
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of  the  “Conference  News”;  District  Secretaries,  $7.50  each;  Treasurer, 
$25.00  per  month.  Postage  expense  shall  be  allowed  all  chairmen  of 
Conference  committees. 

10.  There  shall  be  a standing  committee  on  constitution  and  by-laws 
consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to 
watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any  overlapping,  con- 
flicting and  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  prepare  for  use  under  proper 
heading  in  the  annual  report,  a copy  of  the  standing  rules  and  rules  of 
order.  The  Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

11.  There  shall  be  a standing  committee  on  Finance.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  financial  needs  of  the  Conference 
and  plan  ways  to  raise  money  to  meet  these  needs.  It  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  Conference  Society  of  its  work.  The  Chairman  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

12.  There  shall  be  a missionary  personnel  committee  composed  of  the 
President,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organi- 
zation, Secretary  of  Young  Women’s  and  Girls’  groups,  Secretary  of 
Student  work.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  interview  those 
interested  in  preparing  for  definite  Christian  service. 

13.  Thete  shall  be  a Deaconess  Advisory  Committee  in  each  District 
with  the  following  personnel : the  District  Secretary,  who  shall  be  chair- 
man, the  District  Superintendent,  Conference  officers  within  the  district, 
pastor  in  charge  of  the  local  church  and  the  presidents  of  each  society 
in  the  charge  in  which  work  is  undertaken.  This  committee  shall  meet 
quarterly,  at  which  time  the  worker  employed  by  the  Conference  shall 
make  a report.  Written  reports  shall  be  submitted  monthly  to  the 
District  Secretary,  Conference  President  and  Secretary  of  Organization. 

14.  The  District  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Conference  the  advisability  of  continuing  each 
worker  in  the  District. 

15.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  composed  of  the 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization,  Treasurer  and  offi- 
cers residing  in  the  District  involved  in  matters  of  administration.  This 
Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  serve  as  ad  interim  Committee. 
Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

16.  There  shall  be  a research  committee  consisting  of  seven  members, 
preferably  one  from  each  District.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  keep  informed  as  to  the  type  of  women  needed  for  places  of  leader- 
ship in  the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  to  seek 
constantly  throughout  the  Church  for  women  who  are  consecrated,  trained 
and  availab's  for  such  places  of  service.  It  shall  furnish  this  information 
to  the  Conference  when  the  occasion  demands.  The  Chairman  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
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17.  Any  member  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  and  any  Jurisdictional 
officers  residing  in  this  Conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

18.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-laws  30  days  before  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Conference,  and  typed  copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution  to 
the  delegates. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

Article  1 — 

Nominations  for  District  Secretary  shall  be  made  by  a committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  of  Organization 
and  Treasurer;  election  to  be  by  acclamation. 

Article  2 — 

All  communications  from  Conference  Officers,  such  as  circular  letters, 
literature,  etc.,  must  go  direct  to  society  officers  of  corresponding  office, 
instead  of  through  the  District  Secretary. 

Article  3 — 

The  retiring  District  Secretary  shall  plan  as  far  as  possible  and  if 
necessary  hold  the  first  district  meeting  after  Conference. 

Article  4 — 

Each  District  Secretary  will  be  allowed  expense  mofiey  to  attend 
one  meeting  a year  in  each  zone  in  her  district.  An  additional  Twenty-Five 
($25.00)  Dollars  per  year  will  be  allowed  for  cultivation  work  in  the 
District. 

Article  5 — 

A committee  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  Con- 
ference session. 

Article  6 — 

Standing  committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving  the 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  one  annual  meeting  of  each  standing 
committee  shall  be  allowed. 

Article  7 — 

There  shall  be  a committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the 
Secretary  of  Organization,  elected  to  visit  the  home  institutions  within 
the  boundary  of  the  Conference  and  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  work.  An  expense  account  may  be  presented  when 
necessary. 

Article  8 — 

Typists  shall  be  supplied  at  the  Annual  meeting  for  the  writing 
of  Committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 
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Article  9 — 

A half-hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship.
